Delegates Quit Hall When Speak- 
er Tells Clubwomen They Do 
Not Need the Ballot to 
Fulfill Destiny,

Cincinnati, O.. May 14.—[{Special.]—“ Be 
fore a girl marries I wish that she might 
have to pass an examination, an examina- 
tion In domestic science and household econ- 
omy—in the art of running the home—before 
she could get her marriage license.” 

Harvey W. Wiley of the bureau of chemis- 
try in Washington so expressed himself be- 
fore @ packed audience of women attending 
the biennial federation of woman’s clubs in 
Music hall this morning, and his hearers 
made the big building resound with their 
applause. 

“ Do we,” said the speaker, “‘ send a man 
to the United States senate before he has 
had training and experience in managing the 
affairs of state? Do we elect a man to the 
presidency before he has hed training in 
managing a bank? Do wesend young women 
out to preside over an institution more im- 
portant and more in need of skilled man- 
anagement? To the last question we can, 
alas! only answer * We do.’ 


Good Cooking Makes Happiness. 

“ One thing we need in this country is hap- 
piness, and cooking is a more important 
factor in happiness than the fine arts. For 
on it depends the nutritive value of foods. 
And I wish that when you club women have 
settied all the big affairs of state you would 
direct your energies to perfecting this art. 

“ Make your kitchens the attractive places 
of the homes. Put up your hangings and 
your works of art out there. Make them the 
plece de résistance of your houses, and 
when guests come take them into the whole- 
some, beautiful, sanitary, and artistic 
kitchen, with the roast beef, the fresh 
chickens, and the green vegetables inter- 
epersed among the hangings and the table 
coverings, instead of conducting these guests 
into the drawing room, which hasn't been 
aired for a week. P 

“ We are becoming a race of dyspeptics— 
not all at once, but gradually. The adultera- 
tions put in foods are slowly making us so. 
Don’t you know that when you first begin to 
take arsenic it seems to do you good? Your 
compleaion gets better and you seem more 
alive, but gradually your fingers begin to 


ness extends up to your heart. 


Adulterations Fatal at Last. 

“The adulterations put in foods seem at 
first to be not at all deleterious to health. 
But they disturb the acids of the stomach 
and gradually interefere with them in their 
work. Suddenly the man of 45, who has 
seemed well, breaks down with Bright's dis- 
ease or diabetes, or heart trouble, and he 
dies. But his malady is not sudden. It has 
been coming on him gradually through many 
years, as a result of the food he has eaten. 

**Palatability is one of the esesntials to 
digestibility. In six months’ time an article 
placed properly in cold storage has not lost 
its taste. But when it begins to strike you 
as being a little dry, a little tasteless, why 
then it has begun to be more than a little in- 
digestible, too. 

“This country is capable of producing 
food for its people; and then some. And I 
want to know what economic purpose could 
be served by holding it over from one session 
to another. Sufficient unto the year fs the 
food thereof. If the women of this country 
will see that the food is unadulterated and 
the kitchen is properly conducted, they will 
do a great work. 

“Don’t you know that the nutritive value 
of food literally depends on the way it is 
prepared. Do you think that a steak cut in 
thin ribbons and fried crisp is in comperison 
with a thick steak browned and rare?” . 


Suffrage Rock Splits Harmony. 

The meeting which my many women of the 
biennial convention was deemed the most sig- 
nificant of the session took place this even- 
ing and consisted in a discussion of woman 
suffrage. It was a triumph for the suffra- 
gettes, some of their partisans even leaving 
the hall when an anti-suffrage speech was 
being made. 

Contrary to expectation almost every wom- 
an there took sides in a quiet, unmistakable 
way, and by thelr own demonstrations most 
of them lined up om the affirmative. 

When Mrs. Philip N. Moore introduced the 
subject, she said: 

‘‘ We never have considered it in our meet- 
ings, because there is a large proportion of 
conservative women in this organization who 
would not wish to take up the subject. It 
has become of such nation wide interest, 
however, that we have decided to listen to 
representative speakers for and against it, 
and to one for a restricted suffrage."’ 

Then the women proceeded to show that 
Mrs. Moore spoke of an era that is past. They 
encouraged openly Miss Kate Gordon, secre- 
tary of the National Suffrage association for 
eight years, who replaced Mrs. Carrie Chap- 
. man Catt in the affirmative. They applauded 
the speech, which Mrs. Moore read, and 
which had been prepared by Rudolph Blank- 
enberg of Philadelphia, in behalf of restrict- 
ed suffrage. They protested openly, and it 
was at this point that many left the hali, 
@uring the speech of Mise Alice Chittenden, 
who argued against the ballot for women.

H. F. Waugh, Last “Grubstake”’ 
Gone, Commits Suicide. 


FAIIS TO GET BACKING. 


Wife Writes.of Home She Hopes His 
Success May Buy Her. 


With his tast “‘ grubstake ” gone, and the 
investing public as frigid as the northwest- 
ern Canadian wilds in which he claimed to 
have rich gold prospects, Harry F. Waugh of 
Seattie, member of the Arctic club and leacer 
of a large expedition to fhe delta of the Mac- 
kensie river, yesterday took his life ina room 
at the Best hotel, 78 Van Buren street. 

Two neckties and a bedpost enabled Waugh 
to hang himeelf, while pawn tickets for his 
watch and ring, $11, anda telegram telling of 
“¢unds rupning low’ from his wife, Mrs. 
Laura Waugh, at Grafton, Colo., presented a 
mute reason. Many specimens of rich gold 
quartz were found in the room. 

Newspaper clippings of his achievements 
in exploration, maps of the Peel river region, 
200 miles northeast of Daweon, @ diary ofa 
barge voyage down the Athabasca river to 
his quartz ledge last year—which he had 
illustrated in water colorsa—tokd the man’s 


history. 
Was Reader of the “Rubaiyat.” 

Despite letters of cheer from his wife in 
California, it was evident thet Waugh’'s lack 
of success in interesting capital in Chicago 
and more eastern points had preyed upon his 
mind. The diary indicated bis education and 
this testimony was enhanced by a copy of the 
* Rubaiyat”’ of Omar Khayyam in which the 
broken prospector had marked quatrains 
which appeared to reflect his feelings. One 
was: 
I send my Soul through the Invisible, 

Some letter of that after Life to spell; 
And bye and bye my Sou! returned to Me 

And answered, “I Myself am Heaven and 

Heil.” e" 

Another was: 

Into the Universe, and why, not knowing, 

Mor whence, like Water, willy-nilly fowing;

Waugh apparently was 50 yearsofage. He 
had registered at the hotel Friday evening, 
telling the manager, H. Dobberahn, that he 
had been stopping at the Great Northern. 
The pawn tickets—four in number—indicated 
the reason for his removal. On May 9 he se- 
cured $10 on his watch and §2 on 4 ring; the 
next day his watch chain brought §3, and 
two days later the last bit of jewelry, two 
gold garter buckles, went for $8 to Leo 
Marks, a Clark street pawnbroker.

general assembly, and one which will be 
sufficiently decent to handle the matters of 
grave import which will come before the 
next session. 


Many Senatorial Contests. 


Senators are to be nominated and elected 
this year from the twenty-six odd numbered 
districts of the state. They wil! have a vote 
in the election of a United States senator in 
1913, at the expiration of the term of United 
States Senator Shelby M. Cullom. 

The Cook county districts, numbered from 
one to seven inclusive, and the odd numberéd 
districts from seven to thirty-one, are not 
canvassed in the following summary of pres- 
ent conditions in the legislative districts, 

The reports of Tue TRIBUNBE’S_correspond- 
ents were sent in prior to the publication of 
White’s confession and the subsequent con- 
fession of Beckemeyer and Link, but the 
effect of the bribery developments have been 
taken into account in so far as possible.

FOLK SAYS BRIBERY SCANDAL 


MIGHT HAVE BEEN EXPECTED. } 


Former Governor Who Drove Grafters 
Out of St. Louis Asserts That Illinois’ 
Rottenness Long Has Been Open Secret 


St. Louis, Mo., May 14.—-[8pecial. ]—Former 
Gov. Folk, famous for his anti+graft proee- 
cutions, In discuseing the recent revelations 
of corruption tn high places, said today: it 
was apparent there had been dishonesty in 
the Illinois senatorial election, and that the 
disclosures In the case were only bringing 
to light conditions that had existed for years. 

Gov. Folk sees in publicity the best cure for 
corruption, and believes that, instead of dis- 
gracing a state. exposures of graft, If pudlic 
officials institute prosecutions of those jim- 
plicated in bribery, are a credit toa state. 

By the initiative and referendum, he be- 
lieves, many abuses could be corrected 
through the placing of much of the power in. 
the hands of the people. | 

“ The revelations of bribery In connection 
with the Illinois senatorial election are bring- 
ing to light the conditions that have éxisted 
there for years," said the former governor. 
“I do not mean to say that Hlinois is worse 
in this respect than many other states. In 
fact, tothe extent that the exposures have 
gone, Illinois is better than the other states 
that have not made any effort to expose or 
correct corruption. 

* Those familiar with the operations of the 
Illinois legislature have made n6 secret of 
the fact that for years signs of corruption 
have been apparent. ‘Until recently, how- 
ever, there was an indifference as to these 
eonditions which encouraged the corruption- 
ists to bolder operations. 

“That there was something queer in the 

senatorial contests was evident. The mem- 
bers of one party in the legislature may 
sometimes vote with the other party under 
the infiluenee of principle; but when a candi- 
date has nothing whatever to attract votes, 
from members of the other party and stands 
only for the crudest sort of machine politics, 
it stands to reason that some other cause 
than principle influences their conduct. 
: *? Oe, to more éxact, I might say thet 
such conditions show the corrupt use of 
money as to some of those who voted for e 
man representing ideas inconsistent with 
the party with which they were affiliated. 
Probably there were some, however, who 
were led along without the use of money, be- 
ing controlled by those who were bought.”

Here Is the Law on the Subject. 

All of which leads directly to! the Tilinois 
statute covering bribery as applied to the 
proffering or agreement to trade jobs for 
votes as between candidates and members 
of the general assembly. ! 

The language of the statute ig plain. It 
carries with conviction for violation of the 
same confinement in the penitentiary com- 


bined with a’ $6,000 fine for both giver and 


taker. The sections of the criminal code 
are numbered: 31° and 32 vf chapter 38, re- 
vised statutes, and: read as follows: 


$1—Punishment—Whoever corruptly, directly 
or indirectly, gives any money or other bribe, pres- 
ent, reward, promise, contract, obligation, or se- 
curity for the payment of any money, present, re- 
ward. or any other thing to any judge, justice of 
the peace, sheriff, coroner, clerk, constabie. jailer, 
attorney general, state's attorney, county attorney, 
member of the general assembly, or other officer, 
ministerial or judicial, or to any legisiative, exec- 
utive. or other officer of any incorporated city, 
town, or village, or any officer elected or appointed 
by virtue of any law of this state, after his election 
or appointnient, either before or after he has qual- 
ified, with intent to influence his act, vote, opinion, 
decision. or judgment on any matter, question, 
cause or proceeding which may then be pending or 
may by law come or be brought before him in his 
official capacity, or to cause him to dxecute any of 
the powers in him vested, or to perform any duty 
of him required with partiality or favor, or other- 
wise than is required by -law, or in consideration 
that such officer, being authorized In the line of 
his duty to contract for any advertising Or for the 
furnishing of any labor or material, shall directly 
or indirectly arrange to receive, or shall receive, 
or shall withhold from the party so contracted 
with any portion of the contract price, whetber 
that price be fixed by law or by agreement or in 
consideration that such officer hath nominated or 
appointed any person te any office, or’exercise any 
power In him vested, or performed any duty of him 
required, with partiality or favor, or otherwise 
contrary to law, the person so giving and the offi- 
cer so receiving any money, bribe present, re- 
ward, promise, contract. obligation, or security 
with intent or for the purpose of consideration 
aforesaid, shall be deemed guilty of bribery and 
shall be.\punished by confinement in the peniten- 
tlary for a term of not legs than one year nor more 
than five years. 


Provides for $5,000 Fine. 

82—Offering to Give or Receive—Every person 
who shall offer or attempt to bribe any member 
of the general assembly, Judge. justice of the peace, 
sheriff, coroner, clerk, constable. jailer attorney 
general, state's attorney, or other officer, minis- 
terial or fudicial, or any legislative executive. or 
other officer of any incorporated city. town, or yil- 
lage, Or any officer elected or appointed by virtue~ 
of any law of this state, in any of the cases men- 
tioned in the preceding section, and every such 
officer who shall pfopose or agree to receive a bribe 
- — of such cases, shal be fined not exceeding

lators. Indeed, he has gone so far.as to 
announce that he will not resign, and does 
not contemplate asking for an investigation. 
In a bored manner he inquires what the 
rumpus is about.

The Chi- 
cago city haH is shown to be a den of cor- 
ruption; but nobody cares, and the city hall 
doesn't mind a littie bit. The legislature is 
published ror what it is, but the people don t 
rise up. ‘The faculty of righteous indignation 
in Lilinois seems atrophied. Upon that atro- 
phy the corruptionists count. I[f simular ex- 
posures had occurred in New York, or Min- 
nesota, the breeze from the people would lift 
off a few roofs. But, while the peopje of Lili- 
nois are curious and are saying, “ I told you 
so,”’ they do not rouse. Even now in Illimpis 
the chances favor the dropping back into the 
old wallow. Lorimer is astute; he counts on 
time, indifference, and the popular fatalism 
to let him escape. Illinois is not the nation, 
however. The exposures thére atir indigna- 
tion in other states. If Lorimer can afford to 
ignore their implications in his own state, can 
the Republican party, can the senate leaders, 
safely ignore them, too? The scandal may 
possibly have small effect in the state of its 
origin, but outside that state it will work re- 
sentment against those who affect not to re- 
gard it as serious.

EMPLOYS NOVEL METHODS. 


His Cigars Explode, Matches Don’t

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CHUMS OF STEPHEN ZACAK 
SAY HE KILLED POLICEMAN. 


Detectives Arrest Man Accused of Mur- 
dering Patrolman Patrick Melia the 


Night of April 27. 


The “shot gum man ”—the murderer of 
Policeman Patrick Melia, who was slain on 
the night of Apri} 27—is said to be Stephen 
Zacak, wha wes arrested yesterday by de 
tectives of the New City police station. 

Zacak and two companions, Joseph Privola 
and Stephen Ort, were followed several days 
before their arrest was ordered by Inspector 
Clancy. Privola and Ort, the police declare, 
confessed that they and a fourth man, Jo- 
seph Klos, were with Zacak when he shot 
and killed Mele. 

Zacak declares the confessions gaid to have 
been made by the other prisoners whe are 
held as eocessories to (he crime, 1s raise. 

Privola is 24 years old and lives at 5122 
Winchester avenue. Ort, who is 20 years 
old, lives with Zaceak, his brother-in-law, at 
240 West Twenty-ninth street, 

According’ to the confessions made by 
Privole end Ort they with Zacak and Klos, 
who hag not been arrested, left Zacek’'s flat 
on the night of the killing and went to the 
Santa Fé railroad yards to rob freight cars, 

Phey wére met at Forty-ninth street and 
Lawndale avenue by Policeman Melia, who 
attempted to stop them. Zacak, who, it is 
alleged, carried a sawedoff shotgun, opened 
fire on the policeman. A heavy charge of 
shot entered bis breast, kiting him instantly. 

The police are of the opinion that Zecak and 
the others under arrest are the men who 
have ted severa) similar crimes in the 
last two years.

4 beginning Sept. 5 last, Lawler returned to 
Washington and “took up his quarters in 
Ballinger’s private office, calling in Massey 
@nd me for dictation.” 

Kerby says that what Lawler dictated re- 
ferred to Ballinger as *‘ you” in each case 
@nd the personal pronoun “I” was used 
throughout. From the context the “1”’ could 
be no other than Taft himself. 

‘““There could be no question,” says the 
Kerby statement, “ that Lawler was drafting 

~@ letter for Taft's signature, reviewing the 
Giavis charges, and exonerating the secre- 
tary. it was written in such form that Taft 
might have adopted it bodily. 


Ballinger Aid Consulted. 

“ As I have said, the letter was dictated in 
Ballinger’s private office by Lawler. Prob- 
ably half a dozen drafts were made before 

the final one wasaccepted. Each time a fresh 
draft was completed it would be taken in to 
Lawler, who would revise it. For two days 
Matsey and I did nothing but help rush this 
work. Lawler frequently consulted EB. C, 
Finney, assistant to Ballinger.” 

The statement goes On to say that the draft 
was, the subject. of several conferences, in 
which participated, the statement. says, 
“ Ballinger, Lawler, Finney, Commissioner 
Wrederick Dennett of the land office, Chief of. 
Field Service Schwartz, and, I think, First 
Assistant Secretary Frank Peirce and Pri-' 
vate Secretary Carr.”’ 

Kerby is quoted as saying: 

** Without attempting to force my owncon- 
clusions upon any reader of this statement, I 
want it to be remembered that it was the 
@raft of the letter exonerating Ballinger in 
the charges Glavis has made against him.” 


Rough Copies Guarded. 


The statement says further: 

“Early in the work Lawler had given 
Massey and myself instructions that all 
rough draft copies discarded in the composi- 
tion of the final drafts were to be retained 
by us. ‘ We all understood from the 
form of the letter that it was to begthe basis 
of Taft's letter covering the Glavis charges. 
‘ It was understood by us that this 
work was of especial importance. 

“The general arrangement of facts and 
the order in which they come in the presi- 
dent's letter is practically identical with the 
arrangement of facts in the final Lawler 
draft or so-called memorandum.” 


Kerby Draws Parallel. 

Kerby is quoted as saying in conclusion: 

“ Certain portions of the Taft letter I can 
identity as being in fubstance the thoughts 
of Lawler. For Instance, there is the fol- 
lowing passage in the Taft letter which ‘cér 
tainly embodies Lawier’s thought: | 

“* The general responsibility of cabinet 
positions demands the selection therefor of 
men of the highest character and integrity.

CONFER AT WHITE HOUSE. 


|“Old Guard” Leaders Explain 
Why They Failed to’ De- 
liver the Votes. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 

Washington, D. C., May 14—{Special. }—‘ 
FPoellowing the example of thé old guard, 
President Taft has bowed to the inevitable 
and decided to accept the senate amendment 
covering the long and short haul rates in- 
corporated yesterday into the railroad bill 

There were conferences at the White house 
this morning between the president, the 
attorney general and Senator Aldrich, the 
old guard leader; Senator Elkins, chairman 
of the interstate commerce committee of the 
senate, and Mr. Crane, the “great com- 
promiser” of that august body. 

It was not a conference that furnished 
much pleasure to any of the participants, 
since the senators found it necessary to ex- 
plain how they failed to deliver the votes 
they believed they controlled to prevent any 
change in existing law on this subject. 


Explanation Made Necessary. 

It was necessary also to tell the president 
that in view of the action of the house in 
adopting: a long and short haul amendment 
and of the overwhelming majority by which 
the senate accepted the compromise proposal 
advanced yesterday, it wae out of the ques- 
tion to hope for a bill without such a feature. 

A comparison of the provision adopted by 
the senate with that adopted by the house 
convinced the president and his advisers 
that the former was preferable. Leaving the 
White House Attorney General Wickersham 
announced that the a:nendment was most sat- 
isfactory from the administration viewpoint. 

“The amendmen: differs little from the 
existing law,"’ commented Mr. Wickersham, 
‘* except that it emphasizes the power of the 


' interstate commerce commission to institute 


investigations and that is what we all along 
have desired.” 


Insurgent View Is Different. 

The attorney general's opinion is not that 
of the insurgents or of members of the inter- 
state commerce commission. Senator Cum- 
mins asserted that the amendment constitues 
an absolute change in principle from the oid 
law. It provides specifically that before the 
commission can authorize a greater charge 
for a short than for a long haul it must fix 
all the rates involves and these rates must 
be just and reasonable. 

‘“T regard the amendment as of great im- 
portance,” said Senator Bristow. “ Under 
the present law a shipper or community can 
complain of an excessive rate and ask the 
interstate commerce commission to reduce it, 
but the shipper has to establish the fact that 
the rate is unreasonable, which is exceed- 
ingly difficult to do, because of the lack of in- 
formation he has as to the cost of the service 
or expense of maintaining the railroad sys- 
tem and the proportion of that cost which 
ought to be borne by the specific rate com- 
plained of. 

“The result of this difficulty is that the 
correction of excessive or discriminatory 
rates has been attended by great demy and 
expense to the shipper. 


Senator Bristow Explains. 

“ The amendment adopted by the senate on 
Friday provides that the railroad company 
that desires to charge less for a long haul 
than for a short haul, the short haul being in- 
cluded within the long haul, shall first apply 
to the interstate commerce commission for 
permission to make the lower charge for the 
long haul, but that ‘in no event shall the 
authority be granted unless the commission 
is satisfied that all the rates involved are 
just and reasonable and not unjustly dis- 
criminatory nor unduly preferential or preju- 
dicial. 

The practical effect of this provision is 
that if a railroad Wants to charge less for a 
through rate from Baltimore to San Fran- 
cisco than from Baltimore to Denver or Sait 
Lake City or any other points between Balti- 
more and San Francisco, it must establish 
to the satisfaction of the commission that all 
the higher rates are just and reasonable. 


Foar Broader Construction. 

"Tt seems to me that a broader construc- 
tion might be given the amendment, so ag to 
make it cover all the rates between Balti- 
more and San Franciso on the direct ine. In 
that event it would be much more sweeping 
in its application. But, in any case, it is 
absolutely necessary to establish the reason- 
ableness of the higher rates. 

“To make the law effective, a large in- 
crease in the facilities of the commission is 
necessary. To neglect to do this would be 
equivalent to nullifying the statute.’’ 

President Taft is conducting a determined 
campaign for the kind of a railroad bill 
which, in his judgment, will make for the 
best interest of the people and the railroads. 

The president is not concerning himself 
about the attitude of the insurgents in the 
upper house, having been assured that the 
regulars, with the aid of a sufficient number 
of Democrats, will be able to pass some kind 
of a measure. . This will throw the bill into 
conference, and when it emerges Mr. Taft is 
confident it will be in such shape that he 
can give it his approval. 


Must Watch for the “Jokers.” 


There is no doubt the majority of the con- 
ferees on the bill will eliminate provisions in- 
jurious in their opinion to the railroads, and 
the president will have to scrutinize every 
provision with the utmost care in order to 
prevent the inclusion of ‘ jokers” which 
would nullify the good the measure contains. 

Congressman Townsend of Michigan, who 
has been.the right arm of the president in 
the rate fight, is confident the hoftse bil) wil) 
be substantially the law as finally enacted. 
Speaking to THE TRIBUNE correspondent to- 
day, he made the following statement in 
reference to the effect of varioug provisions 
of this meagaure: 

“The bill as it passed the house provides, 
first, for a commerce court. Under the ex- 
isting law when a railroad is dissatisfied with 
an order made by the interstate commerce 
commission it proceeds to contest that order 
in the Circuit. court, in the jurisdiction of 
which the railroad hag its principal operating 
office. The.attorney general files a statement 
under what is known as. the expedition act, 


whereupon it becomes necessary to —— 
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“Tt is, hesitates dea in ‘the bill that 
a special court, of five judges, 
located in the city of Washington, but hav- 
ing authority to sit anywhere in the United 
States, shall have exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion in these interstate commerce matters. 
It is bélieved that uniformity of decision, 
as well as expedition, will be secured by this 
provision. These five judges are Circuit 
judges, assigned by the Supreme court for a 
term of‘ five years. 

Change from Old System. 

“Under the olf law the commission could 
proceed to hear and determine the justzess 
and reasonableness of rates only when for- 
mal complaint had been made. It had no 
jurisdiction over classifications, and it was 
believed it could not hear and determine rail- | 
road regulations as to their justness ‘and 
reasonableness. 

“The bill as it passed the house provides 
that tie commission may act on its own in- 
itiative, not only as to rates but as to classi- ; 
fications angpregulations of all kinds. 

“ Under the old law, when a railroad saw. 
fit to make a change to rates it filed ita new 
rate, or schedule, with the commission, end. 
after thirty days it went into effect. And 
until it went into effect there was no oppor-. 
tunity to question it, and not then until com- | 
plaint had been made, 


Provides for Hearings. 

“““he pending bill permits any interested 
party, or the commission of its own motion, 
to have a hearing on the proposed change in 
any rate classification or regulation at any 
time after such proposed change is-filed with’ 
the commission, and the commiission may pre- 
vent the operation of the new rate, schedule, 
or classification for 120 days after the date 
when, under the old law, it would have gone 
into effect. 

“ The object of ‘this ip clear, for under the 
existing law changes could be made and hew 
rates, regulations, and glassifications estab- 
lished which®migh® be injurious to the ship- 
per, and yet he would have no remedy until 
after the mischief had been done by the rate 
being put in operation. 

“ Under the existing law the shipper has 
no legal right to route his freight. The right 
of the shipper to determine over which con- 
necting line his shipments shall go is fre- 
quently of real importance to him. , He may 
obtain better accommodations from one of 
the connecting lines, either by receiving 
more promptly cars for his use or by secur- 
ing a quicker shipment. Yet, under the old 
law, the railroad could determine for itself 
over which line the property should go. 


Publication of Tariff. 

“Under the Hepburn law it was the duty 
of the carrier to publish its tariff at every 
station where shipments were made. These 
tariffs were complicated, so much so that the 
ordinary shipper could not understand them, 
and they had te bé interpreted for him by 
some agent of the carrier. 

“It was discovered that frequently this 
agent would quote a lower rate than the 
legal one. The shipper would sell and ship 
his product on such statement}, only to find, 
before it was delivered to the consignee, that 
the legal rate had to be collected. In fact, 
it was the duty of the carrier to collect the 
published rates. This frequentry resulted in 
hardship and loss to the shipper, and he was 
absolutely helpless uniess he was able to 
mire tariff experis to obtain the correct in- 
formation. 

“It was thouglt it was the duty of the car- 
rier to quote correct rates. Therefore it is 
provided in the bill as it passed the house 
ihewt the carrier stall quote the correct rate 
in writing when the request in writing is 
made therefor, and on failure to do this, and 
ns a result of which the shipper suffers loss, 
the carrier is penalized. 


Government Gets the Penalty. 

‘*The penalty goes to the government and 
not to the shipper. If it went to the shipper 
it would furnish ah opportunity for rebating, 
and it is believed the end desired will be 
reached by compelling correct quotation of 
rates. The pending Dill includes telegraph 
and telephone companies within the pro- 
visions of the law, and makes applicable 
thereto all the provisions of the law which 
can “be made applicable. 

“A new provision is contained in the bill 
having in view the regulation of stocks and 
bonds of railroad corporations. It provides 
that hereafter no railroad corporation en- 
gaged in interstate commerre shall issue any 
stocks or bonds for any purpose not con- 
nected with or relating to its business as a 
common carrier, and then only in an amount 
to secure the sum of money which the com- 
mission shall fing’ is necessary for such pur-

Illinois May Not Derive More Reve- 
nue from the Railroads,

commission was held yesterday at the rooms 
of the railroad and warehouse commission, at 
which plane were discussed for an investiga- 
tion into the methods of taxing corporations 
employed by the board of equalization.

‘Tlinois Senator's - Waterway 
Projects Seem Marked for 


the Slaughter. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D, C., Mayi}4.—[ Special. }—So 
much “ political pork "has been discovered 
in the $52,000,000 river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill that congress probably will not have 
‘the nerve to send it fo the president in its 
present shape. The- pilt now is tied up In a 
deadlock of the senate and house conference 
committee, which ie unabie to make progress 
in trimming out the “ fat.” 

A pretty broad hint has been communicated 
to the. conferees from the White House that 
the “ pork’ must be taken out unsparingiy, 


‘or else the bill will be vetoed by President 


Taft. This threat has spurred the senators 
and reperesentatives to action, but they have 
been unable to get anywhere, because of the 
outcries arising from various quarters over 
the proposed sacrifice of political pabulum. 
The politicians can’t agree on whose * pork” 
shall go overboard. — 
Senate Piles On $10,000,000. 

As passed by the house the bill carried ap- 
propriations for the development of rivers 
and. harbors totalling $42,558,176. Several 
millions of that were pure fat pork and sev- 
éral millions more were not appreciably re- 
Meved by streaks of lean. : 

When the bill passed the senate the total 
was raised to $52,666,418. The additional 
$10,000,000 Was practically all pork. As the 
bill went to conference it appeared to many 
conservative statesmen to be nothing short 
gf a scandajous raid on the public treasury 
and if startled President Taft, who is trying 
to make a record of economical.administra- 
tion. 

The statesmen are aided in detecting pork 
in a river and harbor bill by the recommen- 
dations of the army department engineers. 
The items of expendiutre on waterway de- 
velopment recommended by the engineers 
are regarded as legitimate, while those items 
added to the bill by the politicians over the 
disapproval of the engineers are regarded as 
political pork. 


Items That Are in Danger. 


Judged by this standard, the pork appropri- 
ations in the present bill are: 
Desplaines and Illinois rivers

The $1,060,000 appropriation for the Des- 
plaines and Illinois rivers is a slice of pork 


, which Senator Lorimer expects to use to 


great advantage in case it is retained in the 
bill and in case he is retained in the senate. 
The appropriation is preliminary to the ex- 
penditure of a vast amount of money which 
would be necessary to establish the fourteen 
foot channel advocated by the Illinois sena- 
tor but condemned as not feasible by the 
government engineers. There is a strong de- 
mand from many quarters for the elimina- 
tion of this item, and the utmost pressure i/s 
being brought to bear by the Lorimer follow- 
ing to have theappropriation retained. 


The improvement of the Mississippi river- 


between St. Louls and Cairo as part of the 
proposed lakes to the gulf waterway is an- 
other Lorimer project condemned by the-en- 
gineers. The biN includes a proposition for 
the creation of a bodrd o gineers to study 
the feasibility of the Lorimer plan. For this 
board $50,000 is appropriated and Lorimer 
hopes to place upon the body his engineer, 
Lyman E. Cooley. 


Burton Condemns Lorimer Plan. 

On the subject of the. pork. contained in 
the lakes to gulf appropriation, Senator Bur- 
ton has submitted an argument which up- 
holds Gov. Deneen’s waterway plan and dis- 
tinctly condemns the Lorimer proposition in 
these words: 

“ This project was surveyed in pursuance 
of an order undér the river and harbor act 
of 1902; that is, for the portion from Chi- 
cago to St. Louls, and again, by a special 
board, made up of members of the engineer 
corps and of the Mississippi river commis- 
sion, under the river and harbor act of 1907. 
The members of the first board were not 
asked to give an opinion ag to itg advisability 
and merely estimated the cost. 

“The second board, under the act of 1907, 
made a most elaborate and careful examina- 
tion of the proposed waterway and distinctly 
condemned it, though stating that an eight 
foot channel or one of lesser depth might be 
desirable, This board has been engaged 
in making a survey over the route in question 
from Chicago to St. Louis, with a view to 
determine the advisability of an eight foot 
channel. 


Says It Would Be Unfair, - 


** Notwithstanding this adverse report and 
the large cost of the proposed waterway of 
which this is a link, amounting to $158,697, - 
462, with an annual cost of maintenance of 
$6,810,000, by far more expensive than any 
project ever undertaken by the United States, 
this provision includes a tentative or con- 
ditional adoption of the plan. 

**In addition to #he objection arising from 
the adoption of a plan where so great an 
amount is involved, the precedent is specially 
objectionable. It is also unfair to those in- 
terested in other projects, who have been 
denied recognition when meno similar re- 
quests,”’

BERLIN, May 14.—-Ex-President Roose, 
Velt's visit to'Berlin will eid tomorrow morn- 
ing, when ‘he will léave for London. It was 
to be expecte’ that Col, Roosevelt would re- 
ceive a cordial welcome here, but the marked 
attentions paid him by the emperor, particu- 
larly in the army maneuvers. have been the 
subject of much comment in View of the death 
of King Edward and the mourning of the 
court. 

Mr. Roosevelt today. made a tour of the 
Zoo uhder the guidance of Director Heck 
and Prof. Schillings. A chimpanzee gave a 
special performance, sitting at a table, eating 
soup, and smoking a cirgaret, at which Mr. 
Roosevelt exclaimed: ‘“‘ Ghastly.”’ 

The party returned to the American em- 
bassy, where a magnificent vase, made at 
the kaiser's porcelain factory, was presented 
to Mr. Roosevelt by the kaiser. The vase 
bears hand paintings of the kaiser and views 
of Berlin and the-Hohenzol'ern palace. The 
motto ‘‘Suum Cuique ” runs in gold lettering 
round the top of the vase. 

Col. Roosevelt dined at the American ¢m- 
bassy this evening, having as his guests the 
tmperial chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, several of the cabinet ministers, and 
the diplomatic representatives of several of 
the powers.

-Campaign.in Iowa. 


ASSAILS RIVAL’S MANAGERS. 


Backers of Garst Called Clan-of Polit- 
ical Graifters. 


Manila, Ia., May 14.—[{Special. ]—ANsailing 
the campaign managers of his opponent, 
Warren Garst, as a clan of deposed political 
grafters, and bitterly resenting the inter- 
ference of the two Iowa senators in his fight 
for renomination, Gov. B. F. Carroll tonight 
opened his campaign. 

Gov. Carroll devoted himself to state mat- 
ters exclusively, not touching on any nation- 
al question. He consumed the major portion 
of his speech in setting forth his record to 
his hearers, and it was while discussing the 
fruits of his administration that he made the 
attack on Mr. Garst’s managers. 

The governor, after referring to his efforts 
to bring about economy, declared that it had 
Deen necessary to remove one or two Officials. 
He called attention to conditions in the state 
pharmacy department -which he declared he 
found full of graft and corruption. He was 
compelled, he said, to remove the secretary 
of the board, Bert Keltz, now one of the man- 
agers of Mr. Garst’s campaign. 


Renomination Only Way to Indorse. 
“Now, are the people going to indorse 
what I have stood for,”’ he asked, “and 
what I havé done toward putting the state's 
affairs on a businesslike basis and demanding 
economy and honesty in official positions? 

“This can only be done by renominating 
me and not by resolutions. Anything else 
will be heralded as a victory for Keltz of the 
deposed political grafters, who are in the 
forefront of the political campaign of my 
opponent, and who, of course, will expect 
their reward if they succeed.” 

The one issue in the campaign, Carroll de- 
clared, is whether a man can be governor in 
his own right, or whether he must be gov- 
erned and controlled by the delegation. in 
Washington. Concerning this, Carroll said:

Fear of Damage by ‘Strikers 
Causes Owners to Ask State Aid. 


ITALIANS MAKE THREATS. 


Company of Infantry Marches to Prop- 
erty to Repel Rivters. 


Danville, Ill., May 14.—[{Special.] Fearing 
the threats of insurgent miners to force the 
repairmen to cease work at the Electrio 
mine, near Hillery, and to destroy the mine 
property, Hartshorn Bros., owners of the 
mine, appealed to Gov. Deneen and he has 
ordered Compliny I; Fifth infantry, I. N. G.. 
of this city to guard the mine. The soldiers 
were taken there this evening in command of 
Capt. D. R. Swaim and Sheriff W. 8. Helmick. 
Reports from the mine said all was quiet to- 
night and the night shift was working. 

Since the threat of the insurgent commit- 
tee on Thursday to injure the workmen and 
burn the shaft buildings unless the works 
were shut down completely smal) groups of 
foreigners have béen appearing in the vicin- 
ity. They have been housed with country- 
men at Batestown and Hillery, smal) villages 
near the mine. ; Last night»several were in- 
tercepted in this city en route there and 
were warned by the police toreturn to West- 
ville, All were armed with revolvers and 
ugly looking knives. 

The authorities believe that, fearing to 
march in a body. the insurgents are going to 
the mine by twos and threes, expecting to 
take the mine by surprise during the night. 
The operators are permitted by the miners’ 
union to use enough men_to keep the mines 
clear of water and rock and do the improve- 
gnent work dermanced by.dhe safety laws, 
and “he action of the insurgents constitutes 
rebellion against thelr own.union. All was 
quiet at Westville, Georgetown, and Catlin 
mines tcnight, where deputies were on guaru.

SCORES METHOD OF TEACHING | 
READING IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
Prof.'8, H. Clark Says It Does Not Make 


for Critical Minde—Fixes Blame for 
Fault in Cook. 


Present methode of teaching reading in 
the schools were severely criticised yester- 
day by Prof. 8. H. Clark of the University 
of Chicago in an address before the Head 
Assistants’ association at Mandel Brothers’ 
restaurant. The speaker said that these 
methods do not develop critical minds in 
pupils. Incidentally he took several thrusts 
at R. T. Crane, who recently published a 
book attacking the higher institutions of 
learning. 

“We teach the children everything but 
how to handle their tools,’ and those tools 
are their books,” he said.. ‘“‘ In the battle of 
life there is no doing anything without books, 
Mr. Crane notwithstanding. 

“We teach the children to read without 
questioning whether or not what a writer 
has to say is true or partly true, or wholly 
false. We should teach them to challenge 
every word and group of words. The reason 
the public made a mistake and pinned its 
faith to Dr. Coek in the recemt polar con- 
troversy was because the people had not 
learned to read right.” 

Prof. Clark also emphasized the importance 
of punctuation, saying: “ The way we are 
dropping the comma nowadays is confusing 
those who read with their minds.”’

City to Pay for Equipment. 


The negotiations had reached a point where 
Doth sides had submitted propositions not 
widely divergent. There was a difference 
in the price at which the current was offered 
te the city and that which the city fathers 
were willing to pay, but this also was ad- 
justed by a compromise, as were other points 
of difference. 

The city now agrees to pay $15.90 for each 
horse power used, the power to be measured 
at the substations, and the city also wil' 

for the equipment, estimated to cost 

1,250,000, at the rate of §125,000 per year, 
pilus the interest on the serial bonds which 
‘the sanitary district will issue. 

, The matter now fs in the hands of the law- 
-yers for the city and sanitary district to 
2 op the contract in legal form, and in the 

nds ofthe engineers to arrange some of 
the technical details. It ts expected that the 

‘contract will be presented to the city counci! 
and the full board of sanitary trustees for 
ratification early acxt month, and as it will 
be presented with the indorrement of the 
subcommittees, there is no doubt that it will 
pass both bodies. Work of installing addi- 
tional lamps then will commence this sum- 
mer. 


To Furnish Current for City Lamps. 


The main points of the agreement are that 
the sanitary district shail furnish money 
‘through the sale of its bonds to pay the cost 

of building transmission lines, conduits, 
poles, lamps, and other necessary equipment 
to place in service 10,00) additiona! lamps. 
The sanitary district is to take over and oper- 
' ate ail the transmission lines and substations 
now owned by the city, and wii: furnish the 
current for aii the city’s lamps, approximate- 
ly 12,000 now, at the rate of $15.00 per borse 
power The sanitary district guarantees 99 
per oent service, barring strikes or acts of

The data in the office of Clty Electrician 
Carroll show that it has been costing the 
city approximately $48 per year a lamp for 
those which are operated by the city. As tne 
estimated consumption of power per lamp 
is @ jitile under two horse power, it is esti- 
mated that the cost for current under the 
new arrangement will be about $20, while 
the cost of maintenance plus the interest on 
the equipment will bring the total cost per 
lamp up to about $82, or 4@ saving of $1) 
@ year 


City Gets First Call on Power. 
The sanitary district has many transmis- 
on lines ef its own which wil be utilised 

furnishing power to the city, thereby 

guarding against the possibility of having 
lights out in whole eéctions of the city 
through the burning out of cabies. 

On the other hand, the sanitary district will 
"have the use of the city’s lines and substa- 
tions during the daytime, and this will be an 
‘advantage to them in the development of 
their commercial business. 

- “We are not trying to make any money 
off the business of lighting the city,’’ said 
R. R. McCormick, president of the senitary 
board. “All we want to do is to break even. 

We can make money on our commercial busi- 
pers, but we feel bound to give the city first 
ca!i on the power.” 

The city is leasing 750 arc lights from the 
Commonwealth Edison company and is pey- 
ing $75 a light. It is probable that as soon 
at the present contract between the city and 
the company expires the former will discon- 
tinue using these lamps and will substitute 
‘tis own lamps with the sanitary district 
power at a cost of $32 a year, or a total sav- 
ing of $32,250 a year. 

The cost to the city for the 12.200 lights of 
its own which it. now operates is approxi- 
mately $524.600, and the total cost of t- 
ing these same lamps and 10000 additional 
will be about $732,000 under the new agree- 
ment. In other words, for an additional 
$200,000 the city will get almost twice as 
meny lietis.

The National Life Insurances company of 
the United States, maker of the bonds which 
passed from ihe late Miss Anna Kincaid to 
Miss Nellie Brott, yesterday protectéd its 
own interests by paying their face value into 
the Circuit court and having Jadge Windes 
enjoin a1! persons from attempting to collect 
through suit in the Municipal court. 

The injunction was granted oh the motion 
of Attorney L. A. Stebbins .representing the 
insurance company. Attorney H. A. Pittassy,, 
réprésenting Miss Nellie Brott, present nold- 
er of the bonds; Dr. O. K. Thomson, who per- 
formed the operation on Mise Kincaid; Mrs. 
W. A. Batron, manager of the Betherda 
home, where Miss Kincaid died; and Broker 
G. 8. Hannaford, who arranged the trade 
between Mise Kincatd and Miss Brott, agreed 
to the injunction. AW of Attorney Tiffany’s 
clients have been cited before Judge Cutting 
of the Probate court Tuesday on Public Ac- 
ministrator Devine’s investigation into what 
became of Miss Kincaid’s wealth. 


Charges Strange Disappearance. 

George T. Wolf, president of the Three 
Rivers bank, the former confidential man of 
Miss Kincaid, during the day reiterated his 
charge that the tin box which be sent to Miss 
Kincaid contained $13,000 worth of securt 
ties, and that the box contained nothing but 
a tot of worthless papers when. after Miss 
Kincaid'’s death, the box was turned over to 
her cousin, Fred 8. Foster. 

According to the police, Miss Kincaid told 
Leroy W. Bennett, a Christian Science prac- 
titioner, that ‘‘ she had been robbed of 812,000 
several years ago.’ Another story is that 
Miss Kincaid expected to make Chicago her 
permanent home and sent for the treasure 
box with the intention of employing some one 
other than Banker Wolf to look after her 
affairs. 

When the caeée comes to trial the court w!!) 
endeavor to determine whether the box con- 
tained all it is eaid to have contained when 
the express company delivered it to Miva 
Kincaid on March 380, if she distributed her 
wealth among certain favored persons, ani 
if the box remained intact until it reached the 
probate judge at Three Rivers. 

Attorney Tiffany during the day explained 
the transaction whereby the insurance bonds 
passed into the possession of Miss Brott for 
her coal bonds, but seid he knew nothing 
concerning the disposition of the coal bonds 
which Miss Kincaid received in the trade. 


Assigns Insurance Bonds. 

On April 6, fifteen days before the fatal 
operation, a notary public was summoned 
to Mise Kincald's room and she assigned the 
insurance bonds to Miss Brott. The two 
women had never met, but the transaction 
was carried out between Hannaford, repre- 
senting Miss Bro*t, and Dr. Thomeon, after 
the physician called on the insurance officials 
and learned that the assignment to a total 
stranger wes perfectly proper. After Miss 
Kincaid's death Attorney Tiffany, om behalf 
of Miss Brott, demanded payment. The in- 
surance company suspected irregularities, 
according to Tiffany’s statement, and post- 
poned payment until the board could investi- 
gate. Everything was in readiness to pay 
o.-r the money the day following when 
Banker Wolf stepped in. 

"We don’t kn.w what became of the gold 
bonde after they paesed into the possession of 
Misa Kinoeid. but we do know that every- 
thing connected with the passing of the in- 
surance bonds to Mises Brott is perfectly 
Straight,”’ said Attorney Tiffany. ‘‘ Banker 
ow has written a better charging forgery in 
the procurement of the assignment from Miss 
Bincaid. How do we know the securities 
were if the box when Miss Kincaid received 
it?’

Sees Danger in Padded List. 

Under the arrangement, Mr. Singleton has 
dropped his work for the reform organisa- 
tion, into whose treasury, however, he will 
turn his salary from the government.

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DBATH LURKS IN CITY DUST 


Dr. F. R. Zeit Says the Lungs of 
Chicagoans Are Black, 


SMOKE IS TO BLAME ALSO. 


Miners Do Not Inhale So Much Pig- 
ment as Dwellers Here, 


The smoke laden atmosphere of Chicago, 
the breathing of which for a period of forty 
years will transform the tissue of the lungs 
to an inky blackness, was declared to be 
| responsible for a considerable share of dis- 

ease and nearly 7 per cent of the deaths in 
the city by Dr. F. Robert Zeit last night. Dr. 
Zeit spoke on “ The R6Ole of Dust and Smoke 
inhalation in the Transmission of Infectious 
Diseases,’’ under the auspices of the Chi- 
cago Medical society, in the public library 
building. 

“Any one who has lived in Chicago for forty 
years will have lungs clotted with coal par- 
ticies,’’ he declared, and sitwed preserved 
lung tissues to prove the statement. ‘* Some 
of our people who lve in districts where there 
is more than the ordinary amount of smoke 
will have an expectoration as black as ink. 
As a matter of fact, the average adult dweller 
of Chicago has as much coal pigment in his 
lungs and they are just ag black as the coal 
miner who works in the heart of the mines.: 

* But the condition of the city man is worse 
than that ®f the miner, for in addition to 
breathing in about as much smoke and coal 
dust be also breathes in the more dangerous 
particles of dust from the street, the house, 
and the office which are laden with infectious 
germs. ‘ 

‘* Particles of ordinary sweepings from 
public halls and buildings introduced into the 
blood of a guinea pig will produce tubercu- 
losig with absolute certainty. 

“ Strange-as it may seem, the dust particles 
that we breathe in our homes are more 
dangerous than those which come from the 
street. Outside dust is more distributed, it is 
subject to the sterilizing influence of the 
sun’s rays, but inside or house dust is never 


disinfected.’’

Freight Rate Advances.

SEE $100,000,000 BURDEN. 
Chicago Takes Lead in Campaign 
to Block Move by the 
Railroads. 


Nation wide agitation against increases in 
railroad freight rates, which, it is estimated, 
will cost ‘shoppers of the~ United States 
$100,000,000 a year, will center in this city 
on Tuesday. Nearly 200 representatives of 
the leading commercial organizations from 
all sections of the union will assemble in 
the Congress hotel at 10 o’clock to cohsider 
ways and means of blocking the increases 
now planned. | 

The meeting was called by the is 
Manufacturers’ association, which t the 
leading part in the successful agitation of 
1907, with the active coBperation of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce and the busi- 
ness interests of the city. 

“ Chicago shippers are opposed to the ad- 
vance as proposed,” said H. C. Barlow, 
traffic director of the Chicago Association of 
Commercé, yesterday. He estimated that 
perhaps $25,000,000 of the added freight 
would be levied on Chicago. He continued: 

“As to whether we shall oppose any ad- 
vance, that will be determined at the meet- 
ing on Tuesday. No one :iriterest is going. 
to say what tie attitude shall be, but we will 
discuss the matter in every phase, give every 
one a chance to be heard, and then decide 
upon a united stand to be adopted by all and 
a definite plan of action.”’ 


Rates that Will Be Studied. 

Freight advances shown in tariffs already 
filed with the interstate commere commis- 
sion and others proposed to be es@.blished 
in the territory east of Chicago will be dis- 
cussed thoroughly, The financial condition 
of the railroads that will profit by the added 
income will be analyzed. 

It is understood that the principal advahces 
contemplated by the western railroads have 
been announced already, applying mainly to 
commodity rates between the Mississippi and 
the Missouri rivers. 

In the east, where the roads have not 
completed the detail work of\ preparing the 
tariffs, it is understood that practically every 
rate is to be advanced. According to the 
announcements already made the rate on 
which such articles as dry goods, clothing, 
hats, caps, boots and shoes and clothes of all 
kinds move will be advanced 15 cents a hun- 
dred pounds between Chicago and New York, 


Proposed New Class Rates. 
While the date of the taning effect of the 
new rates has not been arinounced, notice has 
been received by the Chicago shippers from 
the so-called trunk lines and the Central 
Freight association lines, the roads operating 
north of the Ohio and'east of the Mississippi 
riyers, of their intention to establish in the 
near future the following basis of class rates 
from New York to Chicago, in cents @ hun- 
éred pounds, which is compared with the 
present basis and the per cent of increase:

Acoording to a percentage system agreed 
upon by the railroads many years ago, the 
Chicago rate is the basis on which al} east 
and west bound charges in the territory are 
figured. Rates between the seaboard and 
interior cities are a certain percentage higher 
or lower than the Chicago rate. Indianapoi®& 
is 98 per cent of the Chicago rate, St. Louis 
117 per cent, Clevelana 56 per cent, and so 
on. Therefore the proposed advance between 
New York ahd Chicago will effect a propor- 
tionate increase from and to intermediate 
points east or west bound, including propor- 
tions of through rates from and to points 
outside the territory. ' 


WiH Boost Commodity Rates. 

That the proposition of the railroads also 
includes an advance in all commodity rates 
on substantially the same basis is indicated 
by an interview in the Wall Street Journal 
with Francis La Bau, freight traffic manager 
of the New .,ork Central lines. 

“We are at work on the new schedules 
now.” he said, “ but I don’t think they will 
be finished in time to become effective earlier 
than Sept. 1. Advances will be uniform 
throughout the territory affected, so that the 
present relation of rates and shipping points 
to one another will be preserved. 

“The first three, classes of official classi- 
fication will be put. up something like 20 per 
cent, with the proportion of increase ad- 
justed so that in the sixth class the advance 
will be perhaps 8 per cent. Both commodity 
and class rates will be increased.” 


Don’t Like Change in Law. 

‘That changes in the long and short haui 
clause of the interstate commerce law in- 
tended to prevent the railroads from making 
lower rates to meet water competition than 
are accorded intermediate points as pro- 
vided by amendments passed by both house 
and senate are not entirely satisfactory to all 
of the shippers is indicated by a circular let- 
ter addressed to the New York delegation of 
the house by the Merchants’ association of 
New York. 

The letter also was sent to James R. Mann, 
ehairman of the house committee on inter- 
state and foreign commerce; Stephen B. E!- 
kins, chairman of the senate committee on 
interstate commerce, and Congressman 
Charlies 8.

Sims Would Indict Three. 


District Attorney Sims will seek to have 
indictments voted against all three of the 
men charging the fraudulent use of the mails 
in connection with the issuance of diplomas 
supposed to entitle the holders to practice 
medicine. 

Attorney Charles Alling Jr., the legal rep- 
resentative of the state board of health, said 
yesterday that he would ask Attorney Gen- 
eral Stead at Springfield this week to issue a 
Dill in chancery to enjoin the Chicago Medical 
university and the Crescent Medical univer- 
sity from using their state charters in their 
alleged fraudulent practices: He will aleo 
ask the attorney general to bring about the 
@issolution of both corporations. 

“There are a lot of so-called physicians 
practicing medicine in this and other states 
who are not qualified,” said Mr. Alling. ‘“They 
heve elaborately engraved diplomas for 
which they have paid nominal] sums. 

“'The state board will advocate the passing 
of more stringent laws to protect the profes- 
sion and the public from those who secure 
certificates to practice by one pretext or an- 
other. I do not know yet what form the leg- 
-tslation to be asked for will.take, but among 
other things it wil] make it necessary for ap- 
plicants for certificates to have graduated 
from a medical college in good standing with 
the state board. The superintendent of pub- 
Ne instruction should have the authority to 
decide what course of instruction should be 
taken to obtain degrees in medicine and any 
of the arts.” . 

Egan Examines Charter. 

Dr. Egan had the charters of the Chicago 
Medical university and the Crescent Medical 
university examined at Springfield. He found 
that the Chicago Medical university was in- 
corporated in 1865 by the following physi- 
clans: 

Dr. George E. Shipman, Dr. A. E. Small, Dr. 
Edwin H. Hale, Dr.. Ruben Ludman, Dr. 
Willis Stanforth. Dr. E. M. P. Ludiam, Dr. D.

The 
charter. however, was never used by them. 
Dr. Chittick finally adopted the name, and + 
claims to have the charter.

Fears of War Arise Again. 

The fears of war, which had been lulled 
by the uneventfulness of the past few months 
of Edward's life. are returning, while the 
parliamentary and, constitutional crisis, 
which was regarded without alarm as long as 
Edward was there to deal with it. suddenly 
has Joomed into grave proportiops. There 
can be no doubt but that the general effect 
of this searching of hearts has been toward 
conservatism, in the nonpolitical sense of the 
word. 

This effect would be greatly enhanced if the

Sister Fears for Her. 

Her private apartments communicate 4i- 
rectly with those of the late king. and it is 
not known how often she has visited the room 
in which her dead husband lies or the dura- 
tion of the vigils she has made there, but it 
is said her sister, the Dowager Empress of 
Russia, feared’ her grief might prove too 
great a strain. 

During the later years of the king’s hre 
he and the queen were on the most excellent 
terms of friendship and good feeling. In- 
deed, it is no exaggeration to say they were 
deeply attached to one another. ‘ne king 
was most kind and considerate in his atti- 
tude toward his consort, who valued highly 
the attentions he elways showed her. 

For years they had been, to quote an in- 
formant of credit, ‘‘the best of pals,” and 
while the inclusion in the list publishe@ in 
the papers here of a house party at Sandring- 
ham of a certain woman’s name caused some 
astonishment in general society, there was 
considerable more agtonishment among those 
in the inner circles of court life at the efforts 
made by a foreign ambassador to suppress 
any mention of the Woman’s name in the lst 
of guests who were invited to meet the king 
at his country house 

Queen Alexandra herself, by a letter which 
the London Times described as artless, has 
shown how deeply she is affected by the 
death of her consort. Authoritative détails 
of what passed on the day of Queen Alexan- 
dra’e return to England show in what regard 
King Edward held his queen. 


Wanted to Go to Station. 

On that Thursday before his deatn Kdward 
was continually speaking of her majesty to 
his entourage. In the morning he announced 
his intention to po to the station to meet her 
on her arrival, and when he was for¢ced to 
bow to the advice of physicians in this matter 
he said he would at least meet her at the 
head of the stairs in Buckingham palace. 

From the day she landed in England ae 
Princess Alexandra, he said, he had nevér 
failed to mieet her when she came from 
abroad. se followed all stages of her jour- 
ney, and as the day wore on and hig condi- 
tion became worse he geve instructions that 
she was to be guarded against the shock of 
seeing suddenly how changed by iliness he 
was. There are two doors to the room in 
which his majesty died—one facing the in- 
valid chair in which he was reclining, the 
other at the side. He directed that the queen 
be brought in at the side door, so.she shouid 
see him in the most favorable aspect. 

When the queen arrived King Edward, by 
an effort which taxed his powers to the ut- 
most, stood up to receive her. As she clasped 
him in her arms he fell back into the chair 
in a state of collapse. For a time it was 
feared the end was at hand. 


PROTESTS EXPENSE OF MOURNING.

Why our 
schools should be deliberately made hideous 
with black because an honorable public ca- 
reer has come to its natural close is not ap- 
parent to any healthy minded person.

TO THE LATE KING 
Asquith’s Character Sketch in 
Commons Puts Edward 
High in Hall of Fame. 


TYPE AS A RULER RARE. 


Left Memory Rich with Personal 
Charm and Love for 
Humanity. 


(BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

‘LONDON, May 14.—A‘mong all the tributes 
that have been paid to King Edward there 

been none invested with such authority 
or which shows such exact appreciation of 
his work and personality as that spoken by 
Premier Asquith when moving the address 
to King George and the message of sympa- 
thy to the queen mother in the house of com- 
mons on Thursday. | 

As a character sketch the premier’s words 
hav@all the cleverness of outline of a steel 
engraving, and although a summary of them 
has already been published in America, read- 
ers will find the full report weld worth pe- 
rusal. Mr. Asquith said: 

“The late king, who has been suddenly 
taken away from us, had at the time of his 
death not yet completed the tenth year of 
his reign. Those years were crowned with 
moving and stirring events, both abroad and 
in the empire and here at home. 


Stronger and Surer Safeguards, 

“‘In our relations with foreign countries 
we have been aware of growing friendships 
and of reunderstandings—of stronger and 
surer safeguards for the peace of mankind. 
Within the empire during the same time the 
sense of interdependence, the consciousness 
of common interests and common risks, and 
the ever tightening bonds of corporate unity 
have been developed and vivified as they had 
never been before. Here at home—as ff it 
were by way of contrast—controversial issues 
of the gravest kind, economic, social, and 
constitutional, have ripened into rapid ma- 
turity. 

*“ Sir, in all these multiform manifeetations 
of our national! and imperial life history will 
assign a part of singular dignity and author- 
ity to the great ruler whom we have lost. 
In external affairs his powerful personal 
influence was steadily and ceaselesely direct- 
ed to the avoidance not only of war but of 
the Causes and pretexts of war. He well 
earned the title by which he will always be 
remembered, ‘the peacemaker of the world.’ 


Won Loyalty and Confidence. 

‘Within the boundaries of his own em- 
pire, by bis intimate knowledge of its com- 
ponent pavTts, by his broad and elastic sym- 
pathy—not only with ambitions and aspira- 
tions, but with the sufferings and hardships 
of all his people—by his response to any and 
every appeal, whether to his sense of justice 
or his spirit of compassion, he won a degree 
of loyalty and affectionate confidence which 
few sovereigns ever have enjoyed. 

“ Here, sir, at home, we all recognize that. 
above the din and dust of our hard fought 
controversies, detached from party and at- 
tached only to the common interest, we 
found him an arbiter ripe In experience, ju- 
dicial in temper. 

“What one ie tempted and, indeed, con- 
strained on an occasion such as this to ask 
is, What were the qualities which enabled 
this man, called comparatively late in Hfe 
to new duties of unexampled perplexity— 
wnat were the qualities which in practice 
proved so admirably fitted for the task, 
which will secure him an enduring and illus- 
trious record among the rulers and governors 
of nations? 

Strong Sense of Public Dity. 

“IT should be disposed to assign the first 
place to what sounds a commonplace, but in 
its persistent and unfailing exercise is one 
of the rarest virtues—a strong and abiding 
domination of the sense of public duty. King 
Edward, be it remembered, was a man of 
many and varied interests—a sportsman in 
the best sense, an ardent and discriminating 
patron of the arts, and as well equipped as 
any man of his time for the give and take of 
social intercourse, wholly free from the 
prejudices and narrowing rules of caste at 
home, and in all companies an enfranchised 
citizen of the world. 

“To such a man, endowed as he was by 
nature, placed where he was by fortune 
and by circumstance, there was open if he 
had chosen to enter it an unlimited field @r 
self-indulgence; but, sir, every one wild ac- 
knowledge, who was brought into daily con- 
tact with him in the sphere of affairs, his 
duty to the state always came first. In 
this great business there was no one by 
whom the humdrum obligations of punctual- 
ity, method, preciseness, economy of time 
and speech were more keenly recognized vr 
more severely practiced. 

“T speak with the privilege of close ex- 
perience. and I say that wherever he was, 
whatever may have been his apparent pre- 
occupation in the transaction of the business 
of the state, there were never any arrears, 
there was never any trace of confusion, there 
was never any moment of avoidable delay. 


Tact in Management of Men. 

“ Next to this, sir—and I am still in the do- 
main of practice and administration—I 
should put his singular, perhaps unrivaled, 
tact in the management of men and judg- 
ment of intuitive shrewdness as the best 
outlet from perplexity and even from a baf- 
fing situation. He had in its highest and 
best development the genius of common

Possibly Nothing Will Happen. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, May 14.—Halley’s comet today 
is about .26,000,000 miles from the earth, 
nearer to which it ig rushing at a rate which 
will bring it to its nearest point to the earth 
next Wednesday. On that day, if its tall be 
15,000,000 miles in length, the earth will pass 
through the tail. 

The latest observations, however, lead 
astronomers to conclude that the earth will 
not come in contact with the comet's tail, 
which is calculated to be only 7,500,000 miles 
long. The diameter of the comet's head is 
estimated to be about 9,000 miles, not much 
greater than that of the earth. 

Gigne that will show whether the filmy 
tail does enyélope the world on the night of 
May are not such as to cause any alarm. 
Prof. Turner Savilian, professor of hstron- 
omy at Oxford university, says it is im- 
possible to say with any certainty whether 
any influence may be detected on May 18.

The text of “A Man’s World” is ont of the oldest and most popular subjects 
ef minor sociological discussion. It is one of those friendly themes about which per- 
gons may talk seriously without any particular resources of intelligence or information. 
There seems to be no controversy about it between people of average intellect—nearly 
every one believes that the same moral ordinances should govern the conduct of both 
the sexes. So “A Man’s World,” or that portion of it which voices a protest because 
there is One rule for man‘and another, sterner and more inflexible, for woman, has the 
Sdyantage of a popular and extensive appeal. Miss Crothers might have been more 

"ghiqne and, possibly, of more benefit to every day debate had she taken the other 
side of the ‘question and sought to prove why there are two rules, and, more inter 
esting still; why there should be. As a social preachment “A Man’s World” merely 
| “expounds the obvious,” and that phase of it is conventional and platitudinous. For- 
| tenately the subject is not forced—the play is by no means a document and its larger 
function is the recital of a rather engrossing tale concerning some fairly interesting 
if not wildly excitiug persons.

King Edward was undoubtedly the greatest 
patron of the drama of any of the crowned 
heads of Europe—in fact, innumerable plays 
that were practically voted failures were 
turned into successes merely by a single at- 
tendance of the king. This was more’ fre- 
quently the case while he was the Prince of 
Wales, though even after he was crowned he 
did not give up his interest in the stage and its 
people. He always paid 10 guineas (the 
equivalent of $50) for the royal box when he 
attended a theater, the reservation being 
made by a ticket broker named Ashton, who 
is known as the royal librarian. The thea- 
ter receives $30 of this amount, the remainder 
being the commission of the broker. Word 
was always sent to the management of the 
theater that no yr-evious announcement 
of his attendance should be made public and 
therefore his appearance at a theater was 
never. chronicled in the newspapers until the 
morning after. 

King Edward madet an inviolable rule to 
reach the theater before the curtain rose and 
was always the last to leave it, in ever) in- 
gtance remaining until the end. He was a 
most enthusiastic auditor and laughed heart- 
ily at the slightest opportunity and ap- 
plauded generously whenever occasion per- 
mitted. In London the royal box, when not 
utilized by royalty, is sold the same as any 
other in the theater, and it is reached by a 
private entrance which is never opened ex- 

j when royalty attencs. 

re say with pardonablie pride that not 
only King Edward but his iJustrious mother, 
Queen Victoria. Was fond of my productions— 
in fact, “ The Belle of Néw York was pre- 
sented by royal command of Queen Victoria 
at Windsor Castle.

We can have some admiration for a 
thorough going pirate. When we catch 
him we promptly hang him, but we realize 
that he has some manly virtues. We have 
no illusions regarding him. We know he is 
an unpleasant person to have around. We 
do not care to meet him, but when he is 
safely dead, hung up in chains, and dry- 
ing out in the sun, we admit cheerfully 
that in courage, daring, and endurance at 
least he was a man. 

This admiration we withhold from the 
estimable gentleman who presents himself 
regularly in his white cravat and his Sab- 
batical garments in his pew on Sunday, 
child of righteousness and morality, and 
Who may be found the other six days of 
the week apologizing for, consorting with, 
or profiting from the piratical crew. 

We do not know whether he is morally 
lazy or cowardly, whether his artistic 
sense is so distressed that the revelations 
prevent him from sleeping nights, or 
whether he is so tired after business pur- 
suits that he must have his rest and have 
it undisturbed.

CHICKENS COMING HOME TO 
ROOST. 

When Heney was in the heart of his 
prosecution of the San Francisco boodlers 
he had no more relentless enemy and 
obstructionist than the Argonaut Weekly 
of that unhappy city. Later it opposed 
his election and rejoiced in his defeat. 
While it did not support McCarthy for 
mayor, it bad already done its. work by 
belittling the forces which were fighting 
the element for which McCarthy stood. 

Now, when it is too late, it has begun 
a campaign against the powers of evil 
which have come to the front with Mc- 
Carthy’s election, powers which return 
strengthened by the blows struck by the 
Argonaut and the rest of the anti-Heney 
press.

VOCATIONAL BUREAU. 

There is a growing reaction among ed- 
ucators against the technical school as a 
substitute for the school of liberal educa- 
tion. The danger of taking boys and 
girle—boys particularly—away from the 
school in which the minds and characters 
receive a general development and placing 
them where their aptitude and abilities 
are forced in onegirection is too narrow, 
and too highly specialized adults will be 
the result. | 

Although the vocational schoo] serves 
the purpose of the boy who must econo- 
mize in time and money, and who hopes 
to be in a‘position to earn his own way 
when he is 18 years old, yet it is some- 
thing worse than wrong, the educators 
think, to lead that boy to suppose that 
he will be as well equipped for life as he 
would have been had he taken a general one 
in high school and the first one or two 
years of college, learning specialization 
for the concluding years of his college 
course. 

Moreover, there is a growing feeling of 
responsibility among the best educators in 
regard to the vocations chosen by the 
pupils who come under these influences. 
The idea of the vocational bureau grows 
in favor. These bureaus, equipped with 
every appiratus for testing the “ apti- 
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etto unsuspected laws which will aid 
them in discovering the bent of a man’s 
powers, and it seems not to be a meére 
fantastic hope that the day will come 
when it will be a part of the high obliga- 
tion of the American public school to as- 


analysing the physical and mental con- 
stituents of each pupil, and thus aiding

Sitkening as ate the recent revelations 
of the rottertiéss of our political condi- 
tions in Illinois, there is this consolation 
to which the citizen may cling.

fruit of our politica) indifferency. Be- 
cause we have lived on. the fat of the land 
and flourished as the green bay tree, we 
have grown to believe that nothing could 
go wrong with us. We enjoy material 
prosperity and free institutions, and we 
thought a beneficent Providence had taken 
us permanetitly into its keeping. 

The American people, said one of our 
observers recently, “bave never properly 
realized that democracy is criticism, is 
control, is an alert and informed public 
opinion, and is mot machinery at all.” 
We in Illinois have gone a long way 
toward justifying that charge. For what 
sort of criticism by the electorate of Lili- 
nois does the personne! of our legislature 
show? And what sort of control is that 
which but yesterday was impotent to save 
from complete wreckage a special session 
convened to enact laws urgently needed 
by the commonwealth?’ And what sort 
of public opinion is it that submits to the 
leadership of men notorious through long 
careers of predatory politics, that accepts 
perpetual evasion of its mandates, that 
accepts betrayal after betrayal, session 
after session, from their representatives? 

Illinois is one of the greatest states io 
the union; endowed by nature and en- 
riched by man. She has a free press and 
a free rostrum. She has universities and 
free schools. And she has such wide dis- 
tribution of her material prosperity that 
few if any need go without knowledge. 
lf worldly wellbeing bred public virtue 
she would be the happiest of communities. 
Yet Her political conditions are a dis- 
grace. We have all the machinery of 
democratic government, but there is 
net proper criticism of public men and 


| Measures, nor self-respecting control over 


the agencies which govern us, nor alert 
and informed public opinion. 

Do the people of the sovereign state of 
Illinois intend to sell their birthright for 
a mess of pottage? Or are they waiting 
a special intervention of Providence? Or 
will they act now to wipe out the shame 
of their own political recreancy? 


EXIT BUFFALO BILL. 

The sombrero of William F. Cody is 
sweeping its farewell salute. “ Buffalo 
Bill” is making his adieu to public life. 
The claims of age and his private affairs 
compel him to retire as an entertainer. 
His amusement enterprise will, we pre- 
sume, continue to fire the youthful breast 
with thoughts of early days in a west no 
longer wild, but given over to progress 
and irrigation projects, of which Mr. Cody 
himself has one. 

With his long hair and graceful hat, 
“Buffalo Bill” has been a picturesque 
survival of the old west, but he had some- 
thing more than picturesqueness to recom- 
mend him. Official records bear witness 
that time was when he rendered valuable 
service to government and settlers; that 
he had courage fully equal to that simu- 
lated by him in the arena, and that his 
marksmanship did not always have glass 
balls for a target. 

He has earned his rest. The perform- 
ances of his enterprise have amazed and 
delighted all countries, and he deserves 
credit for having originated a unique form 
of popular entertainment.

AS OUR FORBEARS WROTE. 
Americans read too little of the earlier 
Wnglish prose, We have been bullied by 
our schoolmasters, who were hopelessly 


] Addisonized, like all the Englishmen of 


the last century. In this ag in some other 
matters of culture or taste, we have de- 
clared our independence without achiev- 
ing it. 

Now, the true American imagination 
has no sympathy with the eighteenth cen- 
tury and can never be adequately ex- 
pressed by such a literary mode as Ad- 
dison represents. We relate much more 
closely to the Mlisabethan. We have lit- 
tle or no sense of form, We ate too 
young for that. We are impatient, up- 
roarious, spontaneots, indiscriminate, di- 
sheveled, headlong. We love the ¢on 
crete, the racy, the brilliant, the salient. 
It is true we lack the sweép aiid richness 
of the early English, but that is partly 
a defect of our temperament and partly 
of our time. 

To read Sir Thomas North is to get 
into a curiously vital atmosphere. His 
phrasing is often as rough as the slang 
of our streets. The blood runs red through 
it. He does not pacé graciously with you 
through a formal garden or offeF you snuff 
or bow you profoundly over his thresh- 
old. Translating Plutarch .out of the 
elegant French of Amyot, he tells you 
how “Cassius rose up on his feet and 
gave him two good whirts on the ear.” 
His sense of vivid detail is reportorial, 
and he is never afraid of an effective col- 
loquialism, like “But this holdeth no 
water.” 

In America we have no feeling for a 
generalized art, or for elegance, serenity, 
restraint. So, while we may be bullied 
into accepting a etyle in theory, we 
escape from its bonds like truants, 
We lavish ourselves upon a gorgeous 
and ever renewed vocabulary of slang. 
We develop in the newspapers at 
their best a type of nervous and ém- 
phatie prose which horrifies the purist, 
but nevertheless adds to the resources 
of the language and unquestionably pro- 
vides a sympathetic medium for the ex- 
pression of our exigent and informal 
American life and character.

It is probable that among the souvenirs 
which Queen Alexandra and George V. will 
distribute among the members of the en- 
tourage, the friends and attendants of the 
late king, clocks will figure largely. If 
Edward VII. had one hobby more than any 
other, it was that of collecting clocke, and at 
the time of his death he must have had seéev- 
eral thousand in his possession. He had 
inherited a large number of them from 
his mother, Queen Victoria, and these, 
added to his own large “collection, to 
which he continued to add from the 
time of his accession until his demise, 
must have rendered him “the largest indi- 
vidual owner of clocks in the United King- 
dom. At Windsor castle alone there are 


palace, St. James palace, Sandringaam, and 
Balmoral were simply full of them. 

Some of them’‘are of great historical) value, 
such as, for instance, on¢ at Windsor, given 
as a present by Henry VIII. to Queen Anne 
Boleyn on her wedding day. Itis only four 
inches deep anid tem inches high, formerly 
belonged to Horace Walpole, and was pur- 
chased by the late Queeh Victoria when his 
effects were sold at Strawberry Hil) for 
about $000. This love token of Engiand’s 
Bluebeard monarch remains the same after 
nearly four centuri¢s.

Strictly speaking, it should have stopped for 
ever when Queen Anne Was sent to the ecaf- 
fold after four years of marriage. The 
weights are beautifully engraved, > i 
and a true jover’s knot on the one, and “ H. 
A:;” alone on the other. 

The chief curiosity In the way of clocks 
at Buckingham palace is the negress’ head 
clock, made by Lepine,’ whom Voltaire be- 
friended and engaged to establish 4 watch 
manufactory near Geneva. In this clock 
the hour numerals are shown in one of the 
negress' twinkling eyes, and those of the 
minutes in the other. It stands two feet 
five and a half inches high, the head and 
bust being in ormolu, with magnificent deco- 


rative features.

The name of young Lord Drogheda, who at 
the early age of 26 has just become the 
father of a son and heir to his earldom and 
to his viscounty and barony of Moore, bears 
a name familiar not only to every son of Erin 
but among racing men in all parts of the 
civilized world. For it was a former Lord 
Drogheda—that is to say, one of his precedes- 
sors in the family honors—who founded the 
great Irish race meeting at Punchestown. 

Married to a particularly pretty girl, a 
Miss Kathleen Pelham Burn, daughter of 
Charles Pelham Burn of Prestonfield, near 
Edinburgh, he bas given up his clerkship in 
the foreign office, which he secured after 
going through Eton and Trinity college, 
Cambridge, and now makes his home at his 
ancestral place in County Kildare, known 
ae Moore Abbeys which has been in the 
possession of the Moore family ever since 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth. 

Moore abbey originally belonged to the 
Lords Loftus, and was brought into the 
Moore family through the marriage of the 
second Viscount Moore, father of the first 
earl of Drogheda, with the heiress of Adam, 
Viscount Loftus of Ely’ Moore abbey is a 
grand old place, and has always been re- 
nowned for its hospitality, especially among 
military men, generations of whom have 
had occasion to congratulate themselves on 
its proximity to the great military camp at 
Curragh, in the same county. The present 
peer is the tenth ear! of Drogheda. 

But his cousin, the eighth earl, and whose 
marquisite became extinct on his death 
without issue, although the most delightful 
of hosts, was wont to handicap his hospi- 
tality in a way by declining to allow any- 
thing but peat fuel to be burned at Moore 
abbey. Now peat dogs not throw out much 
warmth. Nor is its aspect in the grate con- 
ducive to cheerfulness, and some amusing 
stories are told of how Lord Drogheda's 
guests were wont to bring surreptitious sup- 
plies of coal in their portmanteaux to burn 
in their bedrooms unbeknown to the owner 
of the abbey. It is said that the late Lord 
Clonmell, popularly known as ‘‘Early’’ when 
he was Lord Earlsfort in the First Life 
guards, was visited unexpectedly in his bed- 
room by his gigantic host, @ man of huge 
stature, and caught flagrante Gelicto with a 
coal fire in full blaze in the grate.

The marquis was second only to Gladstone 
in hie partiality for chopping down big 
trees. His wife, a Stuart Wortley, daugh- 
ter of the second Lord Wherncliffe, was as 
devoted to racing and every form of sport as 
her husband, and, while a most delightful 
and popular woman, was not without the 
warmth of temper combined with warmth of 
heart which is an hereditary characteristic 
of the historic family to which she belonged 
by birth, and e@lso, I may add, of the house 
into which she married. 

One of her oddities was her absolute re- 
fusal to submit to the kiss which the viceroy 
of Ireland, until the beginning of King Ea- 
ward’s reign, was compelled by etiquette to 
imprint on the cheek of every lady, young 
and old, presented at the viceregal drawing- 
rooms and courts at Dublin castle. Lady 
Drogheda was indeed the only women at the 
drawing room who refused to submit to 
this chaste salute on the part of the lord 
lieutenant, and who was permitted by the 
viceregal authorities to contravene the eti- 
quette of Dublin castle in this fashion. Some 
of the viceroys used to kiss the presentees 
with an air as if it Waa merely a metter of 
cold formality in which they took no satis- 
faction. This Was especially the case when 
the vicereine was by their side and the pre. 
sentees were both homely and mature. 

But the late Duke of Abercorn, a wonder. 
fully handsome old man, whom King Ed- 
ward nicknamed “Old Splendid,” seemed 
to enjoy this ancient prerogative of the 
office and was wont to occasion- 
the line of presentees for a few min- 
utes while he ret to a neighboring room 
to have hie magnificent beard reperfumed 
and recombeé before returning to resume the 
presentations and, of course, the kisses. It 
is a matter of tradition, though not of eb 
solute history, that in some instances wheres 
the faces of the presentees had particularly 
attracted his attention and his favor by

It might be amusing to draw a contrast be~- 
tween the Puvis de Chavannes and the Dela- 
croix; the former’s ‘“ Sacred Grove’’ is so 
serene and the latter's ‘‘ Lion Hunt” so tu- 
multuous. Delacroix put into his art the 
p: ofound paesion of his s<ou!l—el) his rebellion 
ageinst the smug claseicism of his time. 
Chavannes’ time bad heeded the protest and 
downed classiciem, and so he ‘ooked back 
upon it with a fresh modern gaze, and found 
in its clarity and purity a refuge for our 
everstrained activity. 

Delacroix painted the drama, Chavannes 
the dream. Delacroix’s picture is all bloody 
beasts, struggling men, and angry storm 
clouds, peinted in crimson and green and 
gray. Chavannes’ ia all white robed nymphs 
and singing creatures of the air, set among 
scft trees, a marble temple, and a quiet 
pool—pale bives and greens and yellows, as 
cool and stil) as thought. 

Yet both are the work of masters, one the 
greatest of modern decorative painters, the 
other a great colorist of profoundly dramatic 
feeling, the nineteenth century heir of Tin- 
toretto. 

Millet’s ‘‘ Woodchopper” is a significant 
example of this painter’s study of peasant 
life, his expression of the tragic dignity of 
toil. Zorn’s ‘* Bottlewashers'’ presents 
more modern conditions—factory girls under 
the crossed lights of windows, pairted with 
that marvelous dexterity which we expect 
from the Swedish master. 

There are also a beautiful Inness—a red 
sunset in a wood; Gari Melichers’ human and 
noble ** Bridal Couple '’; Hitchcock's “* Tulip 
Garden’’—probably the best thing he ever did; 
a fine portrak of his family which won Brush 
nis gold medal in Paris; and two pastel heads 
of women by Besnard, one of the most bril- 
liant of modern Frenchmen. 

> 

In New York a year or more ago l saw at 
Macbeth’'s gallery some striking pictures of 
east side crowds by Jerome Myers. Hitherto 
I have seen nothing of his in Chicago, but 
he has three little pictures in the water color 
exhibition, of which two are characteristic, 
even if not so fine as those larger oils. One 
shows seven or eight figures asleep on park 
benches or grass at night, figures admirably 
characterized and profoundly felt. The other 
is a gay street procession with banners. 
Both pictures are badly skied in a position

Most work of these oriental stu- 
dents over here misses both the Japanese 
and the occidental flavor, but here is a man 
so rooted in the old tradition that foreign 
training seems mefely to fertilize the ancient 
stock. At any-rate his two landscapes an‘ 
two studies of morning glories have the: 
last touch of grace and charm which one 
expects from the art of his race. 

Figure subjects are never numerous in a 
water color show. Hugo Ballin's “ Spring,’ 
though somber for its subject, is beautiful 
and sumptuous in color, and E, lL. Couse's 
Indian is carefully studied and true. The 
nude child playing with flowers, by W. J. 
Whittemore, is given with a good deal of 
nalveté and Grace, and Olive Rush's “ Tree- 
Top Baby” is a charming study of infancy. 

Jessie Wilcox Smith’s magazine children 
are a bit self-conscious, perhaps, too much 
the child as his elders think he ought to be, 
but her pictures are well ed and 
toned. “The Old Cider Mill,” by Arthur 
I. Keller, ts a clever study of two figures, 
and Edward Dufner’s pale landscape, “* Sum- 
mer Morning,” has two or three delicate 
nudes half visible through the follage.

Recent sales from Chicago exhibitions are 
encouraging as a proof of good taste in the 
community and of Increasing appreciation of 
American painters. Six or eight of Gardner 
Symons’ beautiful landscapes were sold, in- 
cluding “ Over the Hill and Beyond,” which 
was bought by the Institute. This is the 
most vital piece of work I ever saw from him, 
much stronger and more tingling with life 
than the two now in Pittsburg, though one 
of these took a first prize in New York. We 
are fortunate to have it. ; 

From the Mazzanovich exhibition nine land- 
scapes have been sold already, with others 
under consideration. It is gratifying that 
this brilliant young painter receives such em- 
phatic encouragement from his own celty 
through his first exhibitions.

At Thurber’s gallery is a fine exhibition of 
over 200 etchings by D. Y. Cameron, one of 
the most prominént of living American etch- 
ers.

The early part of this month found the Na- 
tional Laymen’s Missionary congress in ses- 
tion in Chicago. At this meeting the keynote 
Was consolidation and concentration for a 
Worldwide evangelistic propaganda. 

Following close upon the adjournment of 
the national congress,, the Northern Baptist 
convention convened in Bartlett gymnasium, 
st which the same slogan was sounded, and 
the Baptists are talking also of the consolida- 
lion of its various administrative agents. 

And before the Baptists had adjourned a 
special committee appointed last year by the 
seheral convention of the Christian church 
or Disciple was meeting in the Congress ho- 
tel; and before they had adjourned a plan 
had been adopted: whereby the eight benevo- 
lent organizations of their church had been 
supplanted by one executive committee. 

The general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, which is to meet next Thursday in 
Atlantic City, will have before it strong reso- 
lutions favoring the centralization of all its 
beards, and it seems that the end is not yet, 
for the demand throughout all church do- 
mains is for modern and aggressive business 
Bethods and procedure.

Tt has usually been thought the sole prov- 
nce of the Omnipotent Judge to settle the 
nal questions of eternity and the ultimate 
fate of individual souls has heretofore been 
held to be in the keeping of heaven itself. 
But it is no longer so, in Indiana, at least. 

Across the border of our own great state, in 
& city situated on the banks of the Ohio, lives 
@ man who, impatient at the slowness of the 
. general reckoning day in store for all, and 
chafing under the pettiness of human life 
in everyday affairs, has cast about him for 
gome broader sphere of action than falls to 
the lot of ordinary men. He isa judge, but he 
is not content with the power he wields. 
He would do more. It is hard for us to under- 
rand, but down in Indiana, it seems, they 
are so well governed that time nangs heavy 
on the judicial hands, and temporal affairs 
being easily disposed of they essay into 
things eternal by way of exercise just to keep 
im practice and earn their pay. 

It came about in this way. A young man 
went walking with a companion, and when he 
geturned his money was missing. When the 
case was tried the companion was found 
guilty of the crime of theft. The companion 
was a girl, some 16 years of age.

The judge who presided, pained by the 
enormity of the offense, bethought him to 
find a penalty fitted for so grave a crime. 
Send her to reform school! Never! A woman 
of 16 years'should know better than to in- 
terfere with the liberties of a sovereign citi- 
zen of these United States! 

The judge was overwhelmed. The virtues 
of a great free country contrasted with this 
prisoner appalled him. Sixteen long, long 
years this creature had lived under a benef- 
fcent government and has not learned the 
«ivil law, nor yet the moral code. She will 
never learn them, then! Why! It is pre- 
posterous! Has not the staid legislature of 
the commonwealth of Indiana declared this 
creature morally mature at 14 years of age, 
berfectly competent, after fourteen yedy® of 
Rife, to sell herself into perdition, if she so 
chooses? True, a woman of 14 cannot sign 
away her property, but then the sacred 
rights of property must be protected from the 
immaturity of female minds. Women, old or 
young, are not logical and know but little of 
business, so the law has wisely safeguarded 
their property for them. 

Metaphorically speaking, he had the basin 
brought on and publicly washed his hands of 


“You must leave Evansville forthwith,” 
the judge is quoted as saying, “ and you must 
forever remain away from here.”’ 

No doubt Evansville is a nice place to live 
in, but why banish her forever? Perhaps an 
absence of eleven months would bring her

Committees are to be appointed in 
each senatoriai district in the state, and the 
women are to be in the fight before the elec- 
tion instead of after it is over. 

Each candidate is to’ be asked to declare 
himself either for or against woman suffrage 
and will haveaccordingly the women asallies 
or enemies, but active in either rdle. 

It is a tappy thought, though net a new 
one, either, for the association or qualified 
voters thus to anticipate results. A candi- 
date, as isalready known, is far more accessi- 
ble than a comfortably installed officer. A 
candidate is all things to all men and to ali 
women as well. His memory for faces is 
said to be remarkable. His hand clasp is 
conyincing in its grip. He overflows with 
the milk of human kindness. He'loves the 
babies and inquires feelingly about ‘the mem- 
bers of each and every family in his district. 

If ever a man could be convinced of the 
reasonableness of votes for women it would 
be when he was running for office and needed 
their help to win it. 

But as many franchised men, armed with 
the power of the ballot, have discovered to 
their sorrow, a politician has the shortest 
memory in the world. A successful election 
frequently destroys an intellectual organ of 
the most brilliant promise. 

It is unfortunately true that a candidate is 
one of the most promising of men until his 
ambition is achieved. If all the promises 
made to registered voters by politicians and 
parties had been kept the millennium had 
long since dawned for most of us. It is worth 
trying, however, and perhaps in time a man 
shall arise who, though being 4 successful 
politician, shall deem more sacred: than life 
‘itself the promises made in the stress of pre- 
ee days.

Botn theconductors 
and firemen, together with the engineers, the 
trainmen and the switchmen, which together 
make up the tremendously powerful railroad 
unions, have always kept the beneficial feat-

The Brotherhood. ef, Railroad Trainmen, 
for instance, with ay Membership of about 
100,000 men in active service, makes insur- 
ance in its mutual fund compulsory on all 
of its members. It’ has seo far paid out in 
death disability benefits to its members 
about 000,000. ‘It pays the full amount of 
his claim to any member-who may be pre- 
vented, by accident, from doing his regular 
work. And it is @ striking commentary on 
the conditions of railroad service that more 
than 70 per cent of all claims paid are for 
death or disability resulting from accidental 
causes. Less than 30 per cent of trainmen in 
active work die or are disaved from 40- 
called natural causes. 

Each year the trainmen pay out more than 
$2,000,000 in relief work; they publish a

Other Protective Bills Planned. 


In 1893. there were 180,000 trainmen em- 
ployed. on the raflrodds of the United States, 
In that year more than 20,000 of them were 
killed or Injured in aceidents. In 1906, the 
numbet, employed had risen to 262,000, but 
the number of accidents rose even more 
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sorts of friendly and neighborly offices. : 

In England, Germany, and France the 
government pays old age pensions to de- 
pendent citizens who have reached a 
age limit. In this country Mr. Carnegie has 
provided a pension. fund for aged college 
professors and many railroad and other cor- 
porations pay pensions to supéerannuated em- 
ployés. But especielly significant and im-~- 
portant—because it is so in harmony with the 
spirit of democracy and because it takes from 
the payment of an old age pension any taint 
of charity—is the worle done by the labor 
unions. 

In the payment of. superannuation benefits 
the typographical union is the leader. For 
seventeen years it has maintained a home 
and sanitarium at Colorado Springs for mem- 
bers of at least five years’ standing, who are 


incapacitated for work either by age or sick- 


ness. And in 1908 it began the payment of 
old age pensions of $4 a week to-ali members 
at least 60 years of age and of twenty years’ 
good standing in the order who earn less 
than. the same amount at their trade. —

But no human power has been devised for 
placing into a hen a larger number of eggs 
than. nature has provided her with. She 
comes supplied with about 600 eggs. And the 
problem is to indice her to lay about 400 of 
these during the first two years of her life. 
After that it doe: not matter much, since she 
is doomed to extinction by that time. - 

The scientists have discovered that of the 
two egg receptacles with which every pullet 
is provided only one is developed, the other 
being nonproductive and useless. The eggs 
found in the pullet are massed together much 
like a bunch of grapes. ‘They are mere cells 
about a sixty-fourth of an inch in diameter. 
Each consists of a tiny spherical mass of 
protoplasm surrounded by a membrane. In 

the center of the little cell of the white of 
the egg is the nucleus which represents the 
vital principle of the egg and contains a mod- 
ified protoplasm called chromatin, which is 
ohe of the most mysterious and wonderful 
substances in nature... — 

The chromatin carries the inherited char- 
acteristics of the fowl and is the physical 
basis of all heredit$. It is by the fatigueless.

greatly to the human food supplies.

Clouds as tance. His deductions are 
Forecasts of peed, * the familiar cumu- 

us cloud of warm summer 
Weather. days. When reaching 
heights of six or seven miles it becomes a 
trundie cloud. The high floating top-as- 
sumes the shape of a fleecy ice needle cloud 
and extends sideways in anvil shape. The 
ordinary cumulus cloud undergoes similar 
transformations at a level of three to four 
miles, and so does not lead to the formation 
of thunder storms but merely to the produc- 
tion of fleecy cluds. : 

This sort of cloud can be regarded as a 
presage of good weather. The veil shaped 
hooded clouds have not been sufficiently ex- 
plained. Often they encompass the top of 
a quickly rising cumulus cloud, and until 
recently were thought to be instrumental! in 
the production of hail. They are always 
found to be intimately connected with exist- 
ing fleecy clouds, and on the other hand pre- 
Ba bad weather, occurring previous to 
thunder storms. 

Even such reliable presages of thunder 
storms are the remarkably delicate varieties 
of fleecy clouds which are mostly found float- 
ing about four miles high. On a darker layer 
there are superposed delicate white heads. 
These lofty curly heads, generally in the 
morning, safely predict a thunder storm 
within twenty-four hours. By balloon as- 
cents it was found that the occurrence of 
these clouds coincides with a violent drop in 
the temperature.

OR at least eighteen years one of the 
most irritating things on the calendar 
to me is the “legal holiday.” .

Skirts 
five inches up are frequently seen, but there 
is no grown woman who does not present a 
somewhat grotesque and ridiculous appear- 
ance in this last named length, particularly 
if she is tall and not especially young. 


It should go without saying that the feet 
should always be wel shod—a well fitting 
walking boot, either buttoned or laced, with 
the heels always kept in perfect shape and 
repaired as soon as any evidence of running 
down is discovered, and well polished. Shoes 
on a dressy order and with high heels are out 
of place during working hours. 

There is no form of short skirt more becom- 
ing than the plaited one, and the skirt portion 
of this one-piece frock can be side or box 
plaited, the latter being just at present the 
more popular form of plaiting. 

As to materials, something durable as wel! 
as inconspicuous should be chosen, such as 
panama cloth, serge, or brilHantine. 

That the separate skirt with tailored shirt, 
lingerie or other style of blouse will be 
much worn this spring and summer seems 
evident from the great variety of materials 
and designs being shown. Most of the designs 
show some form of plaiting, and the different 
styles are so pretty that it is hard to decide 
on a particular one. Plain and figured cloths, 
particularly some form of stripes, seem equal 
favorites. And plain taffeta silk is also seen. 

Petticoats are another important item to be 
considered, and if possible it is wise to make 
this at home, the finish and fit will be so 
much better than that in a medium priced 

kirt ready made. Mercerized cotton poplins 
oF moreens are both pretty and serviceable 
and are not too heavy and bulky. And .hey 


have the merit of laundering satisfactorily. A 
seven gored ‘skirt: made with an easy fitting 
habit back ‘and the bottom finished with a 
foot or’ dust’ ruffle, and over that a deeper 
one, will be found satiefactory.

These two parts 
of a dress are the parts which get soiled more 
quickly than any other places, and these 
separate pieces will insure an easy way of 
keeping it fresh. 

For wear with the separate skirt there is 
nothing which looks better than a beautifully 
made, fitted, and laundered shirt waist. 
Made in white or any of the pretty colored 
wash materials, they are delightfully at- 
tractive, but they certainly are a form of 
extravagance for constant wear, as the laun- 
dries charge eo much for doing them up, and 
the women who have time or ability to do up 
their own are few and far between. And to 
wear one that is not perfectly fresh and 
clean is not to be thought of. 

So it would seem the part of wisdom to in- 
dulge in wearing one of these only occasion- 
ally, and in between times to wear one made 
of some soft silk, satin, or other material te 
match the skirt. as nearly. as possible Ip 
color.

Earth Often a Mark. 

It is no unknown thing for a coniet to strike 
the earth. It happened not many years ago, 
in 1833. On the night of Nov. 13 of thet year 
North America wes under a continual rain 
of fire from 10 o’clock until daybreak: The 
fragments of a comet had struck the earth. 
Not mera@ly this, but, as the recent researches 
of W. F. Denning prove, every so-calied 
showed of meteors is caused by the disinte- 
gration of a cometary mass. In their earlier 
form of comets or their later form of meteor- 
ites, thousands of these bodies have buried 
themselvea, in the earth. And it is from this 
source, the scientists now believe, that our 
supply of diamonds is gained. 

The question of where diamonds came 
from has always agitated the world’s sa- 
vants. That they were originally formed 
from carbon has long been known, but it 
was not until the recent experiments of 
Prof, Henri Moigsan of the Sorbonne, in 
which he succeeded in making his famous 
artificial diamonds, that the condition under 
which carbon is transformed into diamond 


tense heat and pressure

conditions which exist in the comets and in 
their fragmentary debris, the meteors. More- 
over, the spectroscope shows the presence in 
ali these bodies, along with their more sub-

Turned Into Fact. 

That the heat and pressure of the comet 
would turn its carbon to diamond, just as the 
heat and pressure of Moissan’s tron crucible 
turned his carbon to diamond, appears quite 
reasonable. But it is not upon this that the 
scientists base their conclusions. Had they 
depended merely upon this analogy, the 
cometary origin of diamonds would have re- 
mained merely a theory. -It was the aston- 
ishing revelations of the Coon Butte crater 
which turned the theory into a fact. 

Coon Butte crater is a mysterious circular 
crater in the middle ofa circular elevation or 
small mountain in northern central Ari- 
zona. The crater is over 4,000 feet across, 
and some 600 feet deep. The edge of the 
crater, formed of upturned strata and rock 
fragments, rises in places to the height of 
160 feet 


The elevation of which It is the center rep- 
resents between 300,000,000 and 400,000,000 
tons of displaced rock, and is obviously the 
result of some profound disturbance. There 
is no sign of volcanic action in the neighbor- 
hood and when the floor of the crater was 
drilled to a depth of over 600 feet, material 
of unmistakably meteoric origin was found 
mixed with crushed rock. It was, then, a 
meteor, or ag Prof. Pickering has shown it 
really to be;-the nucleus of a comet, which 
struck the earth at Coon Butte.

Nucleus ‘'Traveling Some.” 

This comet nucleus, a body probably com- 
posed largely of iron and estimated at 500 
feet in dlameter, struck the earth while trav- 
eling at the rate of about tive miles a second 
and plunged into its rocky shell like a steel 
projectile into a piece of armor plate, pene- 
trating to a dépth of eleven or twelve lun- 
dred feet. 

All eround the scene of this gigantic pré- 

historic collision, throughout a broad open 
plain some five miles in extent, there are 
scattered innumerable masses of metablic 
iron varying in weight from a fraction of an 
ounce to half a ton, Some ten tons of this 
meteoric or cometary iron have been gath- 
ered and placed in collectors’ cabinets, and 
it was a piece of this m the possession of 4 
mineralogist, the late Dr. Foote, which ld 
recently te monstrous discoveries. 
When Dr. Foote tried to polish his specimen 
of Cafion Diablo meteoric tron, as it is called, 
the emery wheel against which he held it was 
cut to pieces! Investigation showed that the 
damage had been caused by the miscroscopic 
diamonds with which the iron was peppered. 
Dr. Foote promptly announced to the sci- 
entific world that Cafion Diablo meteoric iron 
contained diamonds; the matter was ae 
promptly taken up by Profs. Moissan and 
Friedel amd his results were confirmed 
These investigators recently found in a small 
piece of the iron four smooth black diamonds 
and transparent diamonds in the form of 
octahedrons with rounded edges. With these 
were found green hexagonal orystais of car- 
bon silicide, which showed that the mass 
must have experienced a heat. equivalent to 
that of the electric furvace.

The Lesson Taught By An Electrical 
Method That Does Away with Cutting 


The fact that one prominent person will’adopt 
Sopathing that is new will often do more toward 
calling the attention of the people to ite merits 
than woul a library written to explain the sub- 
ject. Thus, when Queen Victoria took chloroform, 
this anesthetic became popular at once.

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HAT is. a comet, anyhow? 
Also what is its tail? 
Theories of infinite variety have 
been advanced in answer to these 
‘ questions from the interpretation of 


‘the signs given to mankind from divinity "’ 
down to the latest spectrum analysis of the 
tail. 

Now comes another theory. 

Is it possible that a comet really isn’t a 
comet at all? And that those who await 
with dread the approach of Halley’s ‘ visi- 
tor’’ are in the same position as ‘‘ the man 
afraid of his shadow "’? 

This would seem to be so if the theory ad- 
vanced by Dr. 8S. V. Clevenger is accepted. 
Dr. Clevenger is a veteran of the United 
States engineer corps and late meteorologist 
in the United States signal service as well 
as the author of several scientific books and 
has been studying comets for the past forty 
years. 

His theory deduced by optical laws ig that 
Halley’s comet as well as all others of its 
ikk is nothing more or less than the sun’s light 
refiected from meteors. ‘That the ‘“ head” 
is a mere focus of sunlight rays reflected 
from the mass of meteorites as from a con- 
cave mirror. 

oe 


Fallacy of Old Way. 

“In the old way of ‘ explaining’,’’ he says. 
“the comet head ‘absorbed more Mght the 
nearer the sun.’ Regarded as a focusing of 
rays the entire matter is cleared up as to 
heads and tails, but it then becomes neces- 
sary to show what it Is that reflects these 
rays back to the sun. This challenge can be 
triumphantly accepted and may be found 
easier of demonstration than the utterly base- 
less assertion that.the shining ‘ héad ’ of the 
comet is a ‘lens that gathers the sunlight 
and forces gases and vapor away from the 
sun.’ As well thus explain the simple burn- 
ing glass that the boy uses to concentrate 
sun heat rays in setting fire to a piece of 
paper. 

* A concave mirror can assemble rays like- 
wise to a focal point, and it can also set 
fire to materials. A much more justifiable 
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guess may be made that some of these focused 
rays, called comet heads, may burn what- 
ever meteoric dust or gases the focus may 

unter, and afford the spectrum of such 
Gaetances as hydrogen, carbon, and some- 


the ‘‘ heavenly visitors,” in ancient days, as times nitrogen in cyanogen, though self lumi- 


nosity ofthe conglomeration of meteorites 
itself may be conceded, but is not always 
evident, any more than is the reflected sun- 
light always apparent in the tails. 

“The trouble has been that while the tails 
are reflections just as is moonlight the mass 
of meteorites affording the reflecting surface 

' may be opaque as seen in the telescopic globu- 
lar shape, or may give gas spectra from igni- 
tion of part of its swarm of particles, maybe 
by friction or impact, and the tail. while 
showing only the reflected sunlight may be 
at times mixed up with incandescence at the 
nucleus end and at the part nearest to the 
meteoric mass. 

“The earth or several planets may be at 
times surrounded by portions of the coma 
gas or dust, or the aggregation of meteorites 

“may irradiate light as the moon does, Hind 
remarked an auroral glare in the sky while 
the comet of 1861 was conspicuous in the 
northern heavens, and Chambers records 
that candles were lighted while the sun was 
still shining, the comet appearing hazy in 
the darkness; Other unaccounted for dark 
days are historically noted, and the passing 
of a ténuous mass, such as a coma, would 
explain such circumstances even though no 
comet had been observed at the time.”’

Proctor Loses the Trail, 

Dr. Clevenger points out that Richard A. 
Proctor, the astronomer, was on the right 
track when he refers to the periodical re- 
currences of meteoric displays or “ shooting 
stars,’’ and “that in several instances a 
meteoric ring should occupy the exact posi- 
tion of a cometic orbit can hardly be supposed 
to be an accidental coincidence. Therefore 
some sort of association is indicated.’ But 
Proctor, according to Dr. Clevenger, “ lost 
the trail’’ when he assumed; in common 
with other astronomers, that comete are 
gaseous, ‘“‘an error made by confusing the 
spectroscope of the head and tail of the 
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comet with occasional self-luminosity of the 
coma or ball of metéorites.”’ 
Quoting Kepler, that ** comets are as thick 
in the heavens as fishes are in the ocean,” 
he declares ‘‘ there is nothing to fear from 
them, for we must have passed through the 
tails and bodies of unnumbered billions of 
such moonlike beams and their flying brick- 
bat causes.”’ | 
“ Works on astronomy,” he says, “ are full 
of suggestions by competent astronomers of 
the similarity of interstellar nebule and 
comets, and likely both are due to reflection 
from their primaries, the stars and our sun. 
Many of these nebulez have been resolved by 
higher power telescopes into separate globes, 
but the spectroscope shows vast regions be- 
tween some of these as gaseous, and still 
other interspaces~are apparently empty; 
that brings us to a consideration of the fact 
that lower power telescopes are the best for 
viewing much of the cometary conditions, as 
with high powers the penetration widens the 
distance between meteorites and causes therh 
to disappear, where smaller telescopes show 
the distant comets in the coma stage as 
globes. 
> 


Sun with ‘All Seeing Eye.” 

“Bo, as thése same aggregates approach 
the earth the metéoric bodies as an aggrega- 
tion disappear, but the sun rays reflected 
from these meteorites become visible. That 
is, the sun sees the little points for reflection 
whether we do or not, but with the eye of 
reason we may prove that though by near- 
ness the particles have spread apart till no 
longer seen, they must be there to enable the 
so-called tail and head to be visible. When 
this same body of meteors recedes then the 
slobular coma again appears. 

“The farther advance of the meteoric 
globe toward the sun and earth, by apparent 
dispersion of the nearest particles compared 
with the relative compactness of the farthest 
particles, could change the reflections from 
those of a spherical convex to those of a 
spherical or conical concave surface. In

Farmers Await Their Victims. 


“ After going to the extreme end of the 
Green Bay road, where you turn east to 
cross the tracks to strike the Glencoe road 
again, there was about two blocks of almost 
impassable road with mud about a foot deep.

My friend offered to pay $2 if I 
was allowed to drivé what ‘probably is a 
city block on the sidewalk. The farmers 
steted they owned the property and thai I 
could drive on the walk for $10. I finally 
managed to pull through and cross the tracks. 
where I eatruck fair roads. My engine was 
hot and the wheels and running gear of my 
car were almost plastered with mudor clay.
